WASHINGTON, June 19.—Over- 
confidence and complacency, gen- 
erated by Tunisia, the air bom- 
bardment of Germany and the 
current decline in submarine sink- 
ings, so felaxed the tension of the 
American war effort that output of 
all- military equipment except air- 
craft fell more than one-twentieth 
behind schedule in May and the 
first 10 days of June. 

This ominous note was sounded 
today at a press conference by 
Robert P. Patterson, Under Secre- 
tary of War, who is responsible by 
law for military procurement and 
production, 

“Outside of aircraft and radio 
equipment for the ground forces,” 
deciared he, “deliveries of every 
group of Army supply items were 
either below May schedules or be- 
low April totals. This failure of 
May production is the most crit- 
ical single development in the 
Army supply problem.” 

Rosy Mood of U. 8. 


A rosy mood of national psychol- 
ogy has sprung up, he continued, 
to the effect that the war hos vir- 
tually been won and that produc- 
tion is “over the hump.” Both 
conclusions are false, the Under 
Secretary exclaimed. If the pres- 
ent condition persists, he said, “the 
Army will not even hava its basic 
equipment by the end of the year.” 


He warned that if the initiative 
fis once gained, “it must be main- 
tained and pushed at an increased 
tempo, or it will shift back to the 
enemy.” 

The speaker charged that one 
factor is creating a national mood 
of unwarranted optimism has been 
the handling of war news in the 
public press, particularly with re- 
spect to exaggerated emphasis on 
local successes. He explained that 
favorable items are often played 
up in a manner out of all pro- 
portion to their significance in the 
general scene. 

“The War Department didn’t 
write its releases that way,” he 
asserted. “It is our policy to avoid 
undue stress on minor incidents. 


We have found many headlines to|, 


be very disturbing.” 

Trade journals were criticised 
for editorials and comments indi- 
cating “a growing belief that criti- 
cal materials will shortly become 
available for civilian non-essen- 
tials. There is nothing to warrant 
this belief.”

FOOD IMPORTS 
INCREASE WITH 
BETTER SHIPPING 


Tea, Coffee, Cocoa and Sugar 
Stocks Improved, Says 
Dow, Jones & Co. 


NEW YORK, June 19 (AP).— 
The country’s situation with re- 
spect to some imported foods has 
been brightened as a result of more 
favorable shipping conditions, Dow, 
Jones & Co., business news agency, 
reported today. 

It was reported that 65 million 
pounds of tea from Ceylon and 
India arrived here during the 12 
months ended last April or about 
two-thirds a normal year’s imports. 

The story said that warehouse 
stocks of green coffee were placed 
at 400 million pounds, a three- 
month supply, and the highest 
since June, 1942. Sharp improve- 
ment in imports began last Febru- 
ary. 

The Dow, Jones report added 
that “more cocoa has been brought 
into the United States in the first 
half this year than in all 1942, an 
encouraging sign for the lovers of 
candy bars and hot chocolate. 

“The flow of sugar from Cuba 
and Puerto Rico is picking up, too; 
stocks of raw sugar in the hands 
of refiners on the Atlantic coast, 
where most of the refining is done, 
are more than double those of a 
year ago. 

*There has been an improvement 
in the. supply of bananas from 
Guatemala, Honduras and Costa 
Rica, but they still are less than 
a sixth: of what the public would 
like to buy.

Glover 
announced Carl H. Kinzig, presi- 
dent of Kinzig Tool Co., had been 
deprived of use of 5088 blue ration 
stamps, enough to last eight years 
and 10 months at the present ra- 
tion allowance. 

Glover said Kinzig failed to de- 
clare 36 cases of canned foods 
when registering for his ration 
book, purchased 58 other cases 
without surrendering ration points, 
and gave rationed food to three 
employes and two business asso- 
ciates.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 19.— 
Continuation of the present fare 
schedule of the St. Louis Public 
Service Co., including five classes 
of riding passes sold for street car 
and bus lines in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, was ordered today 
by the Missouri Public Service 


Commission after partial inquiry 
into a company proposal to elimi- 
nate passes and reduce the token 
rate. 

The commission, in issuing the 
order without completing its in- 
vestigation or conducting hearings, 
said company officers had indicat- 
ed the company “is willing for this 
schedule of fares to remain in ef- 
fect indefinitely.” Conferences on 
the matter of retaining the pres- 
ent schedule have been held recent- 
ly by the commission apd com- 
pany executives. 

The commission inquiry, which 
began last March 9, will be discon- 
tinued, but the commission will re- 
tain jurisdiction to make any ad- 
ditional orders “ag developments 
may warrant.” 

Present Schedule. 

The present fare schedule of the 
Public Service Co. for its street 
streets carscars and busses in- 
cludes a cash fare of 10 cents, four 
tokens for 35 cents (8% cents a 
token), a weekly pass for adults 
for $1.25, weekly shopper passes, 
good in non-rush hours, for 75 
cents, weekly student and military 
passes, 50 cents, and one-day 
passes, good on Sunday or on a 
holiday, for 25 cents. 

The company last March 1 an- 
nounced its intention to file a new 
schedule with the. commission, 
which would eliminate passes. The 
proposed schedule called for a 10- 
cent adult cash fare, two tokens 
for 15 cents (7% cents each), a 
five-cent cash fare for children 
five to 12 years of age, a five-cent 
fare for students who have not 
graduated from the twelfth grade 
or passed their twentieth birthday 
and who carry school identifica- 
tion cards, and a five-cent military 
fare for all men and women in 
the armed forces of the United 
States in uniform. 


Official Opposition. 

This proposal encountered oppo- 
sition from Mayor William Dee 
Becker and the Board of Alder- 
men, and an aldermanic inquiry 
was ordered. This was not pushed 
after the Public Service Commis- 
sion, on its own motion, announced 
it would make an investigation of

Some 50,000 miners—about one- 
tenth of the tota) number—already 
had quit their jobs when Lewis 
and the owners sat down together 
to discuss the decision, which also 
ordered that they sign a contract 
including a pledge of no strike for 
the duration. 

Lewis, the leader of the United 
Mine Workers, postponed a meet~- 
ing of the UMW Policy Committee 
unti] later in the day in order to 
confer first with the owners, 

Two Fateful Questions. 

Bound up with the decisions of 
(the two meetings were the fateful 
questions: 

Whether the UMW would defy 
the WLB and refuse to sign a 
new contract providing only 
about 20 cents a day more for 
the miners than they received 
under the old one. 

Whether the nation is td un- 
dergo a general tie-up of coal 
mining, also in defiance of the 
Government agency, of potential 
serious injury to the war effort. 
The miners went back to work 
after their strike the first week in 
June under instructions from the 
UMW policy group that they were 
to work only until midnight to- 
morrow unless they received 
further instructions. 

Possibly hinging also on the de 
cisions was the question of wheth- 
er President Roosevelt would sign 
into law the Smith-Connally anti- 
strike bill passed by Congress and 
providing fines and imprisonment 
for persons promoting or aiding a 
strike in a Government-owned war 
facility. 

Whether the meeting with the 
mine owners might bring any ac- 
tion to ease the decision for the 
UMW group was a matter of spec- 
ulation. 

Other Steps Possible.

LONDON, June 19 (AP).—The 
Air Ministry said today Duessel- 
dorf “is in ruins,” with more than 
1000 acres devastated after the 


heavy bombers June 11. 

“When a complete count of all 
the damage has been made, it is 
thought that the figures will be 
more like 1500 acres—considerably 
over two square miles,” the Minis- 
try said after an examination of 
aerial photographs made following 
the night attack in which Muen- 
ster d other places in the Ruhr

“This is the most shattering blow 
to the German war potential which 
so far has been struck in the bat- 
tle of the Ruhr,” the report said. 

Duesseldorf is the administrative 
capital of the whole Ruhr district 
and the leading commercial city of 
Western Germany. 

In the attack, the R. A. F. used 
the greatest force of heavy bomb- 
ers ever sent out In the mounting 
1943 offensive. The R. A. F. lost 
43 planes. 

The Air Ministry said the one 
night’s bombing obliterated al) the 
work of reconstruction that went 
on through last autumn and win- 
ter after 380 acres were flattened 
during last summer. 

“Three times as much again is to 
be done” now, the Ministry said of 
the repair. task facing the Ger- 
mans. “This probably ig an impos- 
sible task at this stage of the war. 
The factroles which were com- 
pletely reconstructed now have 
been as completely wrecked.” 

The report said fires “which evi- 
dently swept unchecked over whole 
districts” smouldered for seven 
days and added:

Centers for Mobile Units to Be Rushed 
to Danger Points in Denmark in 
Case of Invasion.

STOCKHOLM, June 18 (AP).— 
The Germans have built well- 
camouflaged military towns in Jut- 
land as anti-invasion nerve centers 


from which, highly mobile units 
can be rushed to any danger point 
in Denmark, reliable information 
reaching here disclosed today. 

The towns—one of them is big 
enough to house 10,000 soldiers— 
are understood to be typical of the 
Nazi scheme for defending the Low 
Countries, France and the Balkans 
by economically concentrating re- 
serves instead of stretching them 
thin along the entire coastline. 

One large town has been built 
north of the rail junction at 
Brande, where once there was only 
farmland. 

Sources here estimated the Ger- 
mans now have about 200,000 
troops in Denmark compared with 
60,000 two months ago, They are 
concentrated mostly in Jutland, 
which is a forbidden military zone. 

Sections of the west coast, where 
towns were evacuated to permit 
the construction of fortifications, 
are being covered by shifting 
dunes. To build defenses in the 
sand the Germans removed natural 
growths which had held the dunes 
in check and the wind has whipped 
the sand over the area, converting 
it into a wasteland. 


Sabotage on Large Scale. 

Along with the reports of de- 
fense measures taken by the in- 
vasion-nervous Germans came 
stories which indicated that mil- 
itary sabotage by the Danes con- 
tinued on a large scale—some ma- 
jor destruction at least once every 
44 hours, with the Danish police 
giving the saboteurs passive as- 
sistance. 

Some of the sabotage was ama- 
teurish, having only a nuisance 
value, but the informants said it 
served as a diversion from major 
acts carried out by professionals, 
many of them Danes who para- 
chuted back to their native coun- 
try for their task. 

The Germans have posted 
heavier guards on the railways, 


which have proved especially vul- 
nerable. 

Despite Danish resistance, it was 
said, the Nazis still are not using 
strong-arm methods typical in the 
other occupied countries. The 
sburces estimated that 3000 Danes 
are in jail or concentration camps, 
mainly for underground activity. 

Danish Nazi Party a Failure. 

On the streets the Danes, faring 
better than people in other occu- 
pied lands, still look past the Ger- 
mans as though they do not exist, 
the sources said. 

The Danish Nazi party, having 
failed to make any progress, has 
been shorn of ite financial support 
from Berlin and forced to discon- 
tinue publishing its two weekly 
newspapers and change ita daily 
to weekly, the sources reported. 
They said the party was expected 
to fold up in a couple of months.

Louis laundries and dry cleaning 
establishments have too few hands 
and too many bundles of more es- 
sential clothing to bother with 
vulnerable white coats and trous-

Merchants, discussing the situa- 
tion yesterday without fhuch emo- 
tion, said the average suit-buyer 
is blinded to the sartorial splendor 
of the white suit on the rack, 
seeing only a soiled and wrinkled 
garment that no cleaner will touch 
for love or money. 

Canny customers are even shy- 
ing. from pale grey or pale tan 
suits, the merchants reported. 
What the buyer wants, they ex- 
plained, is a dark suit that will 
never reveal just how dirty it ac- 
tually is.

Early returns on a limited sur- 
vey in varied retail fields such as 
grocers, variety, ready-to-wear, 
auto supplies, and department 
stores, in neighborhood and down- 
town areas, disclose 121 retailers 
interested and willing to set up 
745 jobs to be handled on a “swing 
shift” basis. This would require 
420 boys and 1070 girls.

designed to expedite the transition 
from school to business. 

“Under no consideration will we 
tolerate these student workers to 
be used as a cheap labor threat to 
other workers,” Francis Wright, 
supervisor of distributive educa- 
tion, said.

One of the retailing courses will 
deal with merchandising, selling, 
advertising, credit, and display 
fundamentals.

Louis County, was ordered today 
by the Missouri Public Service 
Commission after. partial inquiry 
into a company proposal to elimi- 
nate passes and reduce the token 
rate, 

The commission, in issuing the 
order without completing its in- 
vestigation or conducting hearings, 
said company officers had indicat- 
ed the company “is willing for this 
schedule of fares to remain in ef- 
fect indefinitely.” Conferences on 
the matter of retaining the pres- 
ent schedule have been held recent- 
ly by. the commission and com- 
pany executives. 

The commission inguiry, which 
began last March 9, be discon- 
tinued, hut the commission will re- 
tain juriédiction to make any ad- 
ditional orders “as developments 
may warrant.” 

Present Schedule. 

The present fare schedule of, the 
Public Service Co. for its street 
cars and busses includes a 
cash fare of 10 ts, four 
tokens for 35 cent (8% cents a 
token), a Weekly pass for adults 
for $1.25, kly shopper passes, 
good in noh-rush hours, for 75 
cents, weekly student and military 
passes, 50 cents, and one-day 
passes, good on Sunday or on a 
holiday, for: 25 cents. 

The company last March 1 an- 
nounced its intention to file a new 
schedule with the commission, 
which would eliminate passes. The 
proposed schedule called for a 10- 
cent adult cash fare, two tokens 
for 15 cents (7% cents each), a 
five-cent cash fare for children 
five to 12 years of age, a five-cent 
fare for students who have not 
graduated from the twelfth grade 
or passed their twentieth birthday 
and who carry school identifica- 
tion cards, and a five-cent military 
fare for all men and women in 
the armed forces of the United 
States in uniform.

ALGIERS BY ITALY! 


Report ‘So Absurd It De- 
nies Itself,’ Rome Says 


—Fascists Declare Mar- i 


tial Law in 9 Southern 
Provinces. 


By JAMES M. LONG 

LONDON, June 19 (AP).—Reu- 
ters news agency reported today 
in a dispatch—wholly unconfirmed 
by Allied sources and denied by 
the Axis—that there were rumors 
that high Italian peace envoys 
were in Algiers today as Premier 
Mussolini met with his cabinet in 
another war conference. 

Rome radio reports said Mus- 
solini’s subordinates approved new 
decrees, without specifying their 
mature. Possibly they were orders 
issued last night placing nine more 
provinces comprising the toe and 
heel of the Italian boot under 
martial law—“made zones of opera- 
tions” as the Rome radio put it. 

A British radio broadcast said 
the decrees included one provid- 
ing for the requisitioning of pub- 
lic buildings for housing evacuees 
and “a plan for financial aid to 
Sardinia, because of bomb devas- 
tation.” 

Official London and _ Algiers 
sources said they had no informa- 
tion on the Reuters report from 
Algiers that Crown Prince Umber- 
to, an Army group commander, 
and the deposed Marshal Pietro 
Badoglio had gone to the Allied 
camp bearing the olive branch. A 
German broadcast quoted a Rome 
dispatch as saying the report was 
“so absurd and senseless that it 
denies itself.” 

A little earlier, the same radio 
had said Prince Umberto “has 
been visiting for several days 
Calabria localities hit by air raids.” 
Calabria is the toe of the Italian 
boot, the nearest part of the main- 
land to Algiers. 

A report that the Fascist party 
directorate had asked Mussolini to 
hand over the entire conduct’ of 
the war to the party was broad- 
cast by the Morocco radio which 
has been a source of frequent mis- 
information. This report, if given 
credence, would suggest that a par- 
ty revolt was brewing which 
would put Mussolini on the skids 
in a move preliminary to eventual 
bargaining with the Allies. 

Third Recent Peace Report. 

The Italians know, however, that 
“unconditional surrender” is the 
only Allied term because it was 
thus pronounced in January at the 
Casablanca conference of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill. The rumor of an Italian 
peace bid was the latest of a series 
of three. Reports of similar feelers 
from Rumania and Hungary were 
denied violently by Axis spokes- 
men. 

The Rome radio, as heard by 
the Associated: Press, said Musso- 
lini’'s meeting with the Cabinet 
dealt with domestic affairs. Ob- 
viously, the most pressing domes- 
tic affairs were the stiffening of 
home front morale and the bol- 
stering of the exposed coast. 

The Rome radio said planes 
have been dropping leaflets invit- 
ing the Italian population to col- 
laborate with the Allies. 

A Berlin broadcast said all Ital- 
fan men from 18 to 36 and women 
from 18 to 24 not otherwise en- 
gaged in war work had been or- 
dered placed under labor conscrip- 
tion effective July 1. The Ankara 
radio quoted a Zurich dispatch 
saying the main cities of Sicily 
and Naples would be evacuated of 
nearly all civilians by July 10, 

Italian Defense Moves. 

The jittery state of Italian offi- 
cialdom, as well as of the Fascist 
public, was reflected in two swiftly 
succeeding orders. The first fixed 
hard penalties for Italians failing 
to report landings of Allied para- 
chutists or other agents; the sec- 
ond offered cash rewards to sol- 
diers discovering parachutists or 
Allied secret works in Italian 
cities. 

The British Ministry of Informa- 
tion recorded a broadcast which 
gaid the menace of landings of 
single Allied 'chutists had become 
“acute of late.” This was followed 
by another Rome broadcast boast- 
ing that “so far, not a single Allied 
soldier has set foot on European 
soil.” 

The Algiers radio reported that 
“tension between German and 
Italian troops occupying Greece is 
rising steadily.” 

A report by the Russian news 
agency Tass from Istanbul said 
that Italian authorities at the

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LONDON SUBURBS BOMBED 
BY A FEW GERMAN PLANES 


LONDON, June 20 (Sunday) 
(AP).—The Germans made a weak 
attempt to raid London early to- 
day, dropping some bombs in two 
outlying areas. Only a few planes 
were reported over London dur- 
ing the brief alert, which began 
just before 1 a. m. 

The Air Ministry announced 
that four Mosquito bombers had 
caught eight Junkers-88 two-en- 
gined bombers circling over a ship 
in the Bay of Biscay last night 
and attacked, shooting down one 
German plane and damaging at 
least three others. 

In offensive operations Satur- 
day Typhoons boombed a factory, 
freight train, and sidings in 
France and wrecked a road bridge.

VATICAN RADIO CONDEMNS JAP 
TREATMENT OF MISSIONARIES 


NEW YORK, June 19 (AP). — 
The Vatican radio condemned 
Japanese mistreatment of Catholic 
missionaries in occupied territories 
today in a broadcast to Germany 


reported by United States Govern- 
ment monitors. 

“Conditions of life of the mis- 
sionaries in China depend more 
than elsewhere on whether their 
region lies in occupied or unoccu- 
pied territory,” the broadcast said. 
“Moreover, their citizenship with 
one or the other of the power 
groups makes a great difference, 
True neutrality is not always re- 
spected to the desired degree.” 

For instance, the broadcast said, 
in Japanese-occupied Hongkong, 
where “hundreds of Chinese die 
from starvation and cases of can- 
nibalism are reported,” 15 members 
of an American missionary society 
have been interned. 


NEW RED MAGAZINE HITS 
U, S., BRITISH ‘COMPLACENCY’ 


MOSCOW, June 18 (Delayed) 
(AP).—The new magazine, “War 
and the Workers’ Class,” published 
by the labor unions of Russia, said 
today that “unhealthy tendencies 
of complacency” had been noted in 
the American and British press a 
month after the Tunisian victory. 

Isolationists “are actively trying 
to prevent Allied armies from in- 
vading Europe,” it added. 

In the most outspoken article on 
Japan to appear in the Russian 
press since Pearl Harbor, the mag- 
azine said that “as soon as the 
Japanese meet the serious resist- 
ance of Allied forces they are un- 
able to retain the strategical initia- 


tive.” 


BOMBED, 
IP PLANES SET

Fortresses and Liberators 
Drop 33 Tons of Explo- 
sives on Enemy Air

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, June 20 (Sunday) 


(AP), — Allied Flying Fortresses 
and Liberators dropped 33 tons 
of bombs on Rabaul, New Britain, 
yesterday, the high command an- 
nounced today. 

Attacking Vunakanau airdrome 
just before dawn the raiders struck 
at parked aircraft, setting them 
afire and started a fuel dump 
blaze which could be seen for 100 
miles, 

This brought to 145 tons the 
weight of bombs to fall on Rabaul 
airdromes in five raids, starting 
June 10. 

Although Rabaul’s fields have 
been kept under a steady air at- 
tack, reconnaissance photographs 
have shown that the enemy, has 
been steadily increasing his air 
strength in the area, 

Destruction and damage _ to 
grounded aircraft last night “was 
believed to be heavy,” the Allied 
communique said. Despite “sharp” 
anti-aircraft fire and dttempts of 
Japanese night fighters at inter- 
ception all of the Fortresses and 
Liberators returned. 

The Japanese, inoue. struck 
for the fourth time in five days 
at the Bena Bena area of New 
Guinea, 90 miles northwest of Lae. 
They sent over only eight’ planes, 
however, in contrast with 57 em- 
ployed in the first raid. 

These enemy raids have brought 
into prominence a battle sector 
which hitherto has not figured in 
the communiques. It is known 
only that before the war there 
were emergency landing fields in 
the area. The Bena Bena sector 
is more than 100 miles northwest 
of the only ground front in New 
Guinea mentioned in communi- 
ques, that at Mubo, 12 miles below 
Salamaua, 

The Japanese also sent six 
planes against three points in the 
area of Buna. The raiders, under 
cover of darkness, bombed Oro 
Bay and Soputa and strafed the 
harbor of Morobe “with negligible 
results.” 

Allied medium bombers attacked 
coastal villages on the Huon penin- 
sula in the Finschhafen area of 
New Guinea and surface craft off 
the coast. A four-engined bomb- 
er attacked Finschhafen itself. At 
Hanisch harbor, Allied attack 
planes bombed and strafed six 
barges. 


GUADALCANAL RAID 
COST FOE 94 CRAFT 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP).— 
The Navy added 17 pianes today to 
the total of enemy aircraft de- 
stroyed in Wednesday's great bat- 
tle over Guadalcanal Island. 

A communique gave new details 
of the action. Only 26 Japanese 
aircraft out of 120 in the striking 
force escaped American guns. Of 
six United States planes shot 
down, two pilots were rescued. 
Previously the rescue of only one 
had been reported. 

The communique further dis- 
closed that Thursday night an “un- 
known number” of enemy planes 
attempted to raid the Guadaleanal 
aréa but caused no damage oF cas- 
ualties. 

Earlier Thursday a force of 
Dauntless dive bombers and Wild- 
cat fighters had raided Japanese 
positions at Rekata Bay, a sea-

HOUSE DEBATES 
TT-BILLION BILL |, 
ONLY 4 HUN 


Chamber Expected to 
Vote Huge Appropria- 
tion for the War De- 
partment Tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, June 19—(AP),. 
—In less than four hours, the 
House completed debate today on 
history’s largest single spending 
bill—a $71,510,438,873 appropriation 
‘for the War Department. Passage, 
probably by unanimous vote, is 
expected Monday. The Dill will 
then go to the Senate. 

Fewer than 100 members re- 


mained on the floor to hear dis- 
cussion of the measure. Appro- 
priations committeemen said the 
vast war spending program will 
go a long way toward taking the 
measure of the Axis, 

“We must not slacken our 
quickening pace, nor the ever in- 
creasing force of our blows,” as- 
serted Representative Starnes 
(Dem.), Alabama. “Our victory 
must be complete and the destruc- 
tion of the Axis powers utter and 
final.” 

That sentiment was reflected in 
nearly every address, but Snyder 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, cautioned 
the money would be a “decisive 
budget only if we here at home 
work as hard as we can, reconcile 
ourselves to privations, and pull 
together.” 

Quick Training of Troops. 

O’Hara (Rep.), Minnesota said 
the Army used: some soldiers in 
fighting after 13 weeks training 
as replacements, suggested “a little 
more seasoning would do no 
harm.” But as a “former dough- 
boy,” he told the House, soldiers 
now received as much training, 
packed in a shorter period under 
battle conditions, as those of 
World War No, 1 did in a year. 

Robsion (Rep.), Kentucky, de- 
clared this country spent five 
times as much in this war as 
Great Britain. Referring to the 
debt, he observed: “I wonder what 
our boys are coming back to?” 
“One of the purposes of this 
bill,” retorted Mahon (Dem.), 
Texas, “is to insure that those 
boys will come back.” 

For Paintings Fund. 

Robertson (Dem.), Virginia, pro- 
tested against the elimination by 
the appropriations committee of 
funds for a special army project 
to provide battlefront paintings of 
American fighting men in action. 
He declared Washington, Lincoln 
and McKinley had _ authorized 
paintings to record the heroism of 
American soldiers, and that the 
present army’s deeds should be 
perpetuated on canvas.

Centers for Mobile Units to Be Rushed 
to Danger Points in Denmark in 


Case of Invasion.

STOCKHOLM, June 185 (AP).— 
The Germans have built well- 
camouflaged military towns in Jut- 
land as anti-invasion nerve centers 


from which highly mobile units 
can be rushed to any danger point 
in ‘Denmark, reliable information 
reaching here disclosed today. 

The towns—one of them is big 
enough to house 10,000 soldiers— 
are understood to be typical of the 
Nazi scheme for defending the Low 
Countries, France and the Balkans 
by economically concentrating re- 
serves instead of stretching them 
thin along the entire coastline. 

One large town has been built 
north of the rail junction at 
Brande, where once there was only 
farmland. 

Sources here estimated the Ger- 
mans now have about 200,000 
troops in Denmark compared with 
60,000 two months ago. They are 
concentrated mostly in Jutland, 
which is a forbidden military zone. 

Sections of the west coast, where 
towns were evacuated to permit 
the construction of fortifications, 
are being covered by shifting 
dunes. To build defenses in the 
sand the Germans removed natural 
growths which had held the dunes 
in check and the wind has whipped 
the sand over the area, converting 
it into a wasteland. 


Sabotage on Large Scale. 

Along with the reports of de- 
fense measures taken by the in- 
vasion-nervous Germans came 
stories which indicated that mil- 
itary sabotage by the Danes con- 
tinued on a large scale—some ma- 
jor destruction at least once every 
24 hours, with the Danish police 
giving the saboteurs passive as- 
sistance,

The Danish Nazi party, having 
failed to make any progress, has 
been shorn of its financial support 
from Berlin and forced to discon- 
tinue publishing its two weekly 
newspapers and change its daily 
to weekly, the sources reported. 
They said the party was expected 
to fold up if a couple of months. 

The sources said that meanwhile 
the Danish illegal press was flour- 
ishing. They said miniature Lon- 
don Times weekly supplements 
were dropped by the Royal Air 
Force and read avidly and passed 
from person to person.

The announcement 
said all of the attacking planes re- 
turned safely. 

The Soviet midnight communi 
que disclosed that French fighter 
pilots now are in action with the 
Red air force. They form a group 
known as the Normandy Squadron, 

“During the past few days six 
pilots of this squadron in air com- 
bat brought down three German 
Focke-Wulf-190 planes,” said the 
communique, 

There was no mention of land 
activity in the Orel sector yester- 
day, but the noon communique 
said the Russians had made a 

rust northwest of Mtsensk, 
about 40 miles above Orel, last 
night, and had advanced and oc- 
cupied “a more advantageous posi- 
tion” after killing about 100 Ger- 
mans. 

The Berlin radio said some fight- 
ing developed Friday northeast of 
Orel as the result of “intensified 
Soviet reconnoitering activity.” 

The Berlin broadcast also said 
that in the Caucasus Soviet troops 
attacked German positions in the 
Kuban district. Despite strong ar- 
tillery preparations and the use of 
large formations of battle planes, 
the Russians failed to break into 
German defense positions, Berlin 
said,

PROVISION HELD 
DISCRIMINATORY 


Ruling Restricted Because 
It Was Limited to 
Points Raised in Pres- 
ent Case.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 19.—A 
Missouri statute prohibiting em- 


ployers in manufacturing, industrial 
and certain other plants and estab- 
lishments from requiring women 
to work more than nine hours a 
day, or 54 hours a week. was de- 
clared unconstitutional today by 
the Missouri Supreme Court on the 
ground a proviso exempting plants 
in towns of 3,000 or less popula- 
tion was discriminatory. 

The ruling, in Division No. 2 of 
the court, affirmed a judgment of 
Boone County Circuit Court in a 
case instituted by the State against 
the Ar-Cel Garment Co. of Co- 
jumbia for alleged violation of the 
act. 

While the Supreme Court held 
the statute was void, on the only 
legal ground validly raised in the 
case when tried before the Circuit 
Court, Chief Justice George Robb 
Ellison, who wrote the opinion to- 
day, pointed out the statute likely 
would be held good without the 
proviso exempting towns of 3,000 
population or less, if the proper 
legal points were raised in an- 
other proceeding. 

Points Barred From Case. 

Such points, excluded from con- 
sideration in this case because 
they were raised only after the 
case reached the Supreme Court 
on appeal, involve a contention 
that the exemption clause never 
was legally enacted because of de- 
fects in a 1919 amendment of the 
act. 

This involves a further point 
that if the exemption clause were 
knocked out because of the alleged 
defective title, the remainder of 
the act’ would stand substantially 
in its present form, as passed in 
1913. 

The Court indicated that if these 
points were validly raised in an- 
other proceeding the statute ap- 
parently would stand, shorn of the 
exemption clause. Since these 
points were not properly raised in 
this case, the Court could not pass 
on them, and knocked out the 
statute on what was properly be- 
fore it. 

Holds Act Is Discriminatory. 

In holding the whole act invalid, 
on the only points properly be- 
fore it, the Supreme Court sus- 
tained a contention that the act 
was discriminatory because it wae 
made applicable to all plants of 
the type enumerated in the law, 
including those not in towns, then 
specifically exempted towns of 
3000 population or less. 

“There certainly can be no logi- 
eal reason for granting a total ex- 
emption to a small segment of our 
society embraced within cities and 
towns of 3000 population or less,” 
Chief Justice Ellison said, “and 
making the statute universally ap- 
plicable both above and below it.” 

The other judges of the division 
eoncurred.

Two of the brothers, Warren 
Puckett, 30, and Glenwood Law- 
rence Puckett, 23, were sentenced 
to prison for failure to report to 
a conscientious objectors’ camp, 
and a third, Joseph Oscar Puckett, 
32, was convicted of refusal to be 
inducted. There are three other 
brothers in the family who have 
not yet attained draft age.

DREAMT HOSPITAL 


Given by Army Man 
Telling of ‘Miracles’ 
With Wounded. 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP).— 


It isn’t often.that an Army man| 


grows lyrical about Navy efficien- 


cy, but one did in telling of a naval 
doctors 
and corpsmen who give first aid 
to the wounded on the battlefield. 

“The hospital and all its equip- 
ment is a dream come true,” he 
said, 

The hospital is somewhere in the 
South Pacific. The name of the 
Army man paying tribute to it was 
withheld, but in releasing his story 
of its work the Navy: said today 
he is a member of the staff of the 
Army public relations section, 
forces in the South Pacific area. 

Thousands of wounded from 
Guadalcanal have been received at 
the hospital—there were 900 there 
at one time—yet among its pa- 
tients, the Army man said, there 
has been “the phenomenally low 
mortality rate of less than 1 per 
cent—actually 0.44 per cent.” 

“It’s a smooth operation—taking 
wounded men out of Guadalcanal 
and in two months or less putting 
them back, completely recovered, 
on the fighting front,” he com- 
mented. “That's the role this hos- 
pital plays in bringing about Amer- 
ican victory. 

“The first part of the smooth 
operation is when the corpsmen 
give first aid to the wounded on 
the field of battle. Litter bearers 
then go after them, whisk them 
off to field stations. From there 
they are rushed off to an ambu- 
lance plane. 

“A few hours later the mercy 
plane lands at this Army base and 
its human cargo is rushed to the 
naval hospital, and there the real 
miracle” begins.” 

He reported that eight of the 
doctors are from the Dayton (O.) 
Navy medical specialists unit and 
five from the St. Louis unit. Men- 
tioned by name were Capt. John 
E. Porter, Greensboro, N. C., head 
of the hospital; Capt. Frederick 
W. Muller, Huntington Park, Cal. 
(now returned to the United 
States); Capt. Walter M. Simpson, 
"2 chief of medicine; and 

apt. John M. Schmoele, Beverly 
Hills, Cal., chief of surgery. 


“All the wards and laboratories,” 
the Army man said, “are of Ice- 
land or Quonset huts, tied together 
by wooden boardwalks that are 
covered to keep off the rain. The 
individual huts are well dispersed 
for protection in case of air raids, 
and the entire hospital nestles 
snugly under the _ sun-shielding 
coconut palms. 

“Four modern surgeries are as 
up-to-date as you'll find in the 
newest hospital in the United 
States,”

NIGHT CLUB MAN TELLS 
OF MELENDES’ FIGHT 


Says Opponent Was an Army 
Major—‘Three or Four’ 
Blows Exchanged. 


A fight in which Edward Me 
lendes, who died in a police cell 
last July 27, participated “a day or 
two” before his arrest July 25 was 


described by Pete Fabro, operator 


of the Prize Ring night club and 
saloon, at a deposition hearing yes 
terday called by Ivan H, Light, at- 
torney for Andrew’ Brinkley, 
charged with Melendes’ murder. 
The fight, Fabro said, occurred 
in the night club, where Melendes 
was a freugent patron, at about 
4:15 a.m. Melendes’ opponent wag 
an unidentified Army Major, “a big 
fellovy, six feet three inches tall 


and weighing around 230 pounds.” 

Fabro said his attention was 
called to the fight by a waitress, 
and he separated the two after 
“three or four” blows had been 
exchanged. It wasn’t much of a 
fight, he said, but Melendes suf- 
fered a bloody nose and appeared 
to have been the loser. 

Fabto said Melendeg “usually 
was drinking,” although he never 
frequented the Prize Ring bar. 

Miss Jane West, an entertainer 
at the club, who was photographed 
with Melendes in the establishment 
by a free lance photographer short- 
ly before the arrest, was unable 
to identify Melendes in the picture, 
and said she didn’t recall ever see- 
ing him. 

Raymond Morley, a police chauf- 
feur' who aided in removing the 
body of Melendes to the City 
Morgue, testified he did not ob- 
serve its condition as such tasks 
were routine to him. 

H. J. Washington, Negro attend- 
ant at the City Morgue, testified 
he received the body of Melendes, 
but did not assist at the subse- 
quent autopsy. Washington, who 
asserted peevishly that he resented 
being called to testify because “I 
don’t like to have anything to do 
with law matters,” said he could 
remember only receiving Melendes’ 
body and could not recall whether 
the man’s face was bruised. 

Brinkley’s trial on a charge of 
second degree murder is set for 
Thursday before Circuit Judge

did not bar the miners from ob- 
taining them by other means. 

The board said that whether the 
miners were legally due such pay- 
ments under the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act was a matter of law 
and hence beyond its jurisdiction. 
The miners could sue for the pay- 
ments, it said, or perhaps arrange 
with the owners an out-of-court 
settlement of their potential law- 
suit. 

The board warned that it would 
review any out-of-court settlement 
to determine whether it was 
actually that and not a disguised 
general wage increase. The miners, 
it asserted, are not entitled to a 
general wage increase under the 
Government’s wage stabilization 
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| policies, Specifically, it denied 
Lewis’ demand for a general in- 
crease of $2 a day.

Inmsome sections mines have not 
been operating regtlarly on Satur- 
day, but several of the mines closed 
yesterday were operated by the Pea- 
body Coal Co., which runs on a 
six-day week all the year round 
filling contracts with many public |, 
utilities and railroads, 

Preliminary reports received at 
Illinois UMW headquarters indi- 

cated 2500 miners were out in 
Franklin County, 600 in Saline 
County, inclading the crew of Pea- 
body 47;. 500 in Williamson County 
and “about 600 at Danville, in the 


central coal fields. 

Unofficial opinion among the 
miners, as expressed to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, was that the 
action of the War Labor Board in

“If we are going to remove the 
controls, we might as well let the 
river of inflation run its coyrse. 
We all hate controls, but we’ll have 
to take them and like them if we 
are to-curb inflation at ail.” 
Secretary of Commerce Jones to- 
day directed RFC to underwrite 
any financing meat packers need 
pending payment of subsidies. His 
office said some small packers are 
unable to carry over until RFC 
makes the first subsidy payment to 
them in mid-July, under the meat 
subsidy program already under 
way. Jones’ aids expressed belief 
that even though Congress halted 
the program, packers would re- 
ceive full subsidy payments for 
meat slaughtered up to the time 
of cancellation. 
The subsidy program, designed 
to roll back the cost of certain 
foods to September, 1942, levels, 
has the support ‘of President 
Roosevelt. He said recently it was 
the best method yet found to keep 
ceiling prices down, 


Butter Subsidy in Operation, 


A butter subsidy already is in 
full operation, and the retail roll- 
back of meat  prices—averaging 
better than 3 cents per pound on 
popular cuts—is due to go into ef- 
fect Monday. 
An RFC official explained that 
the meat subsidy to packers had 
been in effect two weeks, but the 
first casly payments probably will 
not be made until mid-July. The 
procedure calls for the packers to 
wait until the end of the month 
before billing the RFC-owned De- 
fense Supplies Corporation for the 
previous month’s subsidy. This of- 
ficial said some packers who have 
closed down or threatened to close 
because of uncertainty about the 
subsidy probably have not had time 
yet to become acquainted with the 
detailed subsidy, issued two days 
ago. 
The projected 10 per cent coffee 
subsidy is still in the study stage. 
Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States to- 
day commended the House “for its 
courageous action i.. refusing to 
approve the proposed food subsidy 
rollbacks,’ and called for a single 
head to handle all food problems. 
Promised Hearing, Davis Says. 
OWI Director Davis told report- 
ers he had not’consulted with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt since yesterday's 
House action and added he 
planned no such consultation. 
Davis said that McKellar had 
agreed to let OWI be heard by the 
Senate Appropriations Committees 
in defense of the domestic appropri- 
ation before it acts on the OWI 
budget. Davis told questioners that 
it would cost “a great deal more” 
if every government agency main- 
tained a full information division, 
particularly in the field, where 
OWI’s field service handles the in- 
formation job for all Government 
offices in each city. Some ar- 
rangement also would have to be 
made, he said, to furnish the over- 
seas branch, or its successor, with 
domestic news, a job. now handled 
largely by the domestic branch. 
Davis is a reserve officer in the 
Navy, and it was indicated he 
would offer himself to the Navy if 
OWI falds up. “The Navy has 
next call on me,” he said. 
‘ He said he “wouldn’t attempt to 
estimate how much politics” was 
contained in the House action and 
would not attempt to analyze the 
motives behind the 218-to-114 vote.

Charles and the Mississippi River 
at St. Louis, continuing a slow 
rise, are expected by the Weather 
Bureau to reach crests tomorrow 
without causing much additional 
damage to farmlands, 

The Missouri River reached 30.8 
feet at St. Charles yesterday with 
a crest of 31.4 feet expected to- 
morrow. This would be 5.2 feet be-|™ 


low the crest of last.month, The 
Mississippi River reached a stage 
of 335 feet, with a crest of 34 
feet, 4.9 feet below the high 
mark of May, forecast for tomor- 
row night, 

The Missouri above and below 
Kansas City still was out of its 
banks yesterday but was falling 
after reaching a crest of 29.1 feet, 
highest since 1908, at Kansas City. 
The river was expected by the 
Weather Bureau office at Kansas 
City to drop decidedly below Kan- 
sas City. 

Planting Delayed. 

Robert Langenbacher, St. 
Charles County extension agent, 
said there was no additional loss 
from this second flood except that 
planting has been delayed. He said 
it would be at least 10 days before 
300 soldiers, who will be quartered 
at Augusta and St. Charles, could 
come in to assist in Geaning wp 
debris. 

Meanwhile, he said, farmers in 
the county are discussing the pos- 
sibility of obtaining at least 100 
Italian prisoners of war from the 
Army interment camp at Wein- 
garten to assist in harvesting re- 
maining crops of hay and grain. 
Langenbacher said camp officials 
had informed him the prisoners 
would be willing to work. They 
would be paid a daily wage. 

Langenbacher said an effort was 
being made to obtain 400 addi- 
tional acres for emergency pasture 
'from the Weldon Spring Ord- 
nance Works, At present 430 head 
of cattle driven from farms by 
high water, are being pastured on 
400 acres of the Ordnance Works’ 
property. 

Pheasants Destroyed. 

One result of the floods in St. 
Charles County has been destruc- 
tion of 75 per cent of the eggs and 
young of rinkneck pheasants which 
the State has been attempting to 
propagate, Charles R. Horner, 
State Wildlife Conservation Agent, 
said yesterday. He said a large 
number of adult birds, which nest 
in the lowlands, had been drowned. 

Paul M. Bernard, St. Louis Coun- 
ty Extension Agent, said if the wa- 
ters recede by July 1 there still will 
be time to plant some late beans 
and spinach and perhaps a few va- 
rieties of early corn, but that the 
feed problem remains acute.

FOOD IMPORTS 
INCREASE WITH 
BETTER SHIPPING 


NEW YORK, June 19 (AP).— 
The country’s situation with re- 
spect to some imported foods has 
been brightened as a result of more 
favorable shipping conditions, Dow, 
Jones & Co., business news agency, 
reported today. 

It was reported that 65 million 
pounds of tea from Ceylon and 
India arrived here during the 12 


months ended last April or about 
two-thirds a normal year’s imports. 

The story said that warehouse 
stocks .of green coffee were placed 
at 400 million pounds, a three- 
month supply, and the highest 


since June, 1942. Sharp improve- 
ment in imports began last Febru- 


ary. 

The Dow, Jones report added 

that “more cocoa has been brought 
into the United States in the first 
half this year than in all 1942, an 
encouraging sign for the lovers of 
candy bars and hot chocolate. 
“The flow of sugar from Cuba 
and Puerto Rico is picking up, too; 
stocks of raw sugar in the hands 
of refiners on the Atlantic coast, 
where most of the refining is done, 
are more than double those of a 
year ago. 
“There has beer. an improvement 
in the supply of bananas from 
Guatemala, Honduras and Costa 
Rica, but they still are less than 
a sixth of what the public would 
like to buy.

“This means,” he said, “that 
troops in training must be de 
prived of critical equipment in or- 
der to supply troops already 
abroad or being shipped overseas. 
If the situation is not remedied, 
even our overseas troops will suf- 
fer from shortages of necessary 
equipment. 

“The Army has the men and the 
transportation. Industry has the 
men and materials. Management 
and labor must deliver the supplies| 
on schedule and as planned, or the 
opportunity to exploit recent mili- 
tary successes will be lost. This 
is the most critical period in mil- 
itary supply. ‘Too little and _ too 
late’ now will cost hundreds of 
thousands of lives tomorrow. 


“Even if the War and Navy De- 
partments should stop new induc- 
tions of selectees today and decide 
to hold the services at their pres- 
ent strength of about eight million 
men under arms, instead of insist- 
ing on the former goal of nearly 
11 million, the change would have 
no effect on production demands,” 
Patterson observed. It would 
merely indicate, he said, that it 
had been determined to arm the 
man power of our Allies instead 
of our own. 

“T would attribute the let-down 
in May,” Patterson said, “to over- 
confidence inspired by the Tu- 
nisian victory and the success of 
‘European bombing; to baseless) 
rumors of vast quantities of army 
supplies being stored up here in 
America, far beyond our ability to 
transport overseas, and to the mis- 
taken belief of many that mate- 
rials in great quantities will short- 
ly become available for the recon- 
version of many war facilities to 
the production of far less essen- 
tial civilian items, These are un- 
doubtedly honest misunderstand- 
ings, but nothing could be more 


dangerous.” 

The facts are, said Patterson, 
that Tunisia means more and not 
less production, and a speed-up of 
a time table already crowded; that 
the success of aerial bombardment 
and anti-submarine. warfare pro- 
vides more cargo space to be filled; 
and that the visible heaping-up of 
equipment slong the coasts indi- 
cates that greater and greater con- 
voys are being organized.

the present fare schedule. 

Referring to wartime heavy in- 
creases in the traffic and earnings 
of the company, the commission 
said, “The revenue received by the 
company is far above normal.” 

“This is due to conditions 
brought about by the war,” the 
order continued, “and it is entirely 
reasonable to believe that with the 
end of the war and the discontin- 
uance of rationing of automobiles, 
tires and gasoline these revenues 
will not be at the present levels. 

Plans for After War. 

“It is believed and hoped that 
the war will end within the next 
two years. At such termination it 
is to be expected that the revenues 
of this company will very quickly 
and very materially decrease, The 
commission is cognizant of the 
company’s financial record ove 
the pre-war years of normal adhd 
depression periods, during a great 
portion of which the company was 
struggling for its existence.” 

The commission said the com- 
pany management now was setting 
aside a special fund from earnings, 
which is earmarked for postwar 
contingencies, such as purchase of 
new equipment, when it becomes 
available. Under existing condi- 
tions equipment “is being used ex- 
cessively and cannot be retired for 
the length of time required for 
adequate overhaul,” it was said. 
The company now is setting aside 
$55,000 a month for this equip- 
|ment fund, it was added. 

Some Confusion on Passes. 

The commission said its inquiry 
showed some. confusion was 
caused by the use of five classes 
of passes, and some delays resulted 
from the sale of weekly passes, 
particularly on Monday mornings. 
Simplification of the pass system 
would be a proper subject for con- 
sideration at some future time, 
the commission said, but the total 
elimination of all passes does not 
seem warranted at this time. 

Abuse of passes, through unnec- 
essary riding, particularly at peak 
traffic periods, had added to the 
traffic burdens of the company, it 
was said. The commission ex- 
pressed the opinion that a call for 
co-operation, coupled with an edu- 
cational campaign, would mate- 
rially reduce and perhaps elimi- 
nate these abuses. 

“It is perhaps needless to again 
explain and call the attentiton of 
the public of St. Louis to the war- 
time conditions under which this 
company and all other companies 
must necessarily operate,” the com- 
mission added; “that the equip- 
ment now in use is probably the 
only equipment available until a 
considerable time after the war 
has ceased, and that it is in the 
public interest of all to assist in 
making this equipment last for 
that length of time. This means 
that so far as is possible the trans- 
portation system of St. Louis 
should be used for none but riding 
which is essential and necessary.”

There was no evidence that hog 
growers were withholding stock 
from the market, it was said, be- 
cause the 12,000 head sold on the 
market Friday were all of good 
quality. Prices, however, were 25 
to 50 cents a hundredweight below 
the average of the previous week. 

A good run of sheep was report- 
ed, but the 400 head sold went for 
prices about 25 cents a hundred- 
weight below last week’s average.

Establishment of Government- 
supported medical centers and re- 
location of physicians to provide 
adequate care for ./very individual 
in the nation are postwar goals of | 
the American Medical Association, 
Dr. James E. Paullin of Atlanta, 
new president of the organization, 
said today. 
In an interview, Dr. Paullin pre- 
dicted widespread indorsement of 
the association's socialized medical 
care program. 

The medical centers could be 
financed “in much the same way 
as our schools and universities are 
supported,” the physican said. “We 
merely propose that Government- 
supported medical centers be 
placed at our disposal and that 
subsidies be set up to provide suf- 
ficient remuneration for services. 
Patients who are able to pay for 
medical attention, of course, would 
help offset the expenses of main- 


attention of everyone regardless 
of place of residence or income 
status.” 

The association, Dr. Paullin said, 
would continue to oppose any sug- 
gestion, however, that would en- 
able the Government to tell a doc- 
tor what he can and can’t do, 

Dr. Paullin said that lack of ma- 
terials and medical help would pre- 
vent fulfillment of the program 
until the end of the war, but that 
facilities already set up might be 
used as a starter in many locations,

“I reached the main deck and

BG DUESSELDORE 
RAD DEVASTATED 
THOUSAND AGRES 


Dealt, British: Say Aft- 
er Studying Photos. 


LONDON, June 19 (AP).—The 
Air Ministry said today Duessel- 
dorf “is in ruins,”’*with more than 
1000 acres devastated after the 
great attack by Royal Air Force 
heavy bombers June 11. 

“‘When a complete count .of. all 
the damage has been made, it is 
thought that the figures will be 
more like 1500 acres—considerably 
over two sq. .re miles,” the Minis- 


try said after an examination of 
aerial photographs made following 
the night attack in which Muen- 
ster and other places in the Ruhr 
and Rhineland were bombed. 
“This is the most shattering blow 
to the German war potential which 
so far has been struck in the bat- 
tle of the Ruhr,” the report said. 
Duesseldorf is the administrative 
capital of the whole Ruhr district 
and the leading commercial] city of 
Western Germany. 
In the attack, the R. A. F. used 
the greatest force of heavy bomb- 
ers ever sent out in the mounting 


1943 offensive. The R. A. F. lost 


43 planes. 


The Air Ministry said the one 
night’s bombing obliterated all the 
work of reconstruction that went 
on through last autumn and win- 
ter after 380 acres were flattened 
during last summer. 

“Three times as much again is to 
be done” now, the Ministry said of 
the repair task facing the Ger- 
mans. “This probably is an impos- 
sible task at this stage of the war. 
The factroies which were com- 
pletely reconstructed now have 
been as compl.tely wrecked.” 

The report said fires “which evi- 
dently swept unchecked over whole 
districts” smouldered for seven 
days and added:

A bumper crop—the largest in years—is the expectation of 
the Canadian duck specialist, Tom Main, in his report to Ducks 


Unlimited. . 


- « That makes it look good for the hunter, if and 


when he gets gas and ammunition. 


On the other hand the induc- 
tion of hundreds of thousands of 
hunters into the armed services, 
the shortage of transportation 
and the uncertainty as to shells 
makes it seem apparent that the 
duck kill for 1943 will fall far 
short of the usual foll. 

The attitude toward migratory 
bird shooting seems unofficially 
to be that the sporting kill of 
migratory birds may be of con- 
siderable aid to the national food 
supply. ... Some leniency may be 
expected in shooting regulations. 

One of these is the restoration 
of the right to employ live de- 
coys ... Their use might not 
only increase the food supply but 
prevent the loss of many birds 
crippled but not killed by the 
necessity of shooting at long 
range frequently. 

Another hope being nursed be- 
eause of the food shortage is that 
the bag limit will be stepped up 
to enable the hunter to have 
more birds in his possession per 
trip. 

At this time no ruling is avail- 
able as to either of these sugges- 
tions ... But some official pro- 
mouncement will no doubt be 
forthcoming soon.

Fish Out of Season. 


HIS is the heyday of the 

Angler in Missouri. ... Or it 

would be if the consarned 
rivers would quit rising and 
spoiling the season ...-Under 
normal fishing water conditions 
the time would be ripe for catch- 
ing all game and rough fish of all 
species, with the exception of 
the channel cat. . This fine 
piscatorial type will not be tak- 
able until July 15, under the 
Missouri law. 

The only waters excepted from 
the summer closed season 
against channel cat are Lake 
Taneycomo, Lake of the Ozarks 
and Lake Wappapello. 

As for shooting, it’s squirrel 
time now in Missouri, the con- 
gervation commission having 
opened the season 15 days earlier 
than usual. . The season will 
remain open until late in Octo- 
ber.

Failure of the public to respond 
adeqfttately to pleas for early stor- 
age of next winter’s coal has cre- 
ated an emergency, the St. Louis 
Coal Exchange said yesterday in a 
letter to James L. Ford Jr., chair- 
man of the Smoke Elimination 
Committee. Ford and Chairman 
Roscoe Hobbs of the Citizens’ 
Wartime Fuel Committee have 
joined in urging the immediate 
buying and storing of coal for next 
winter. 

“The amount of coal in consum- 
ers’ bins and in dealers’ yards in 
Metropolitan St. Louis is danger- 
ously below the storage figure for 
the same date last year,” the coal 
exchange said. “The production, 
the transportation, the delivery 
and the storage of domestic fuel is 
dangerously behind schedule at 
this moment.” 

Higher retail prices will result 
from the pending dispute between 
miners and operators and from the 
expected over-all bituminous coal 
price ceiling, the exchange pre- 
dicted. 

War industry alone, the ex- 
change said, will require more coal 
in the coming year than has ever 
before been produced in one year. 

The early buying and storing 
last summer, exceeding what is be- 
ing done this summer, was barely 
enough to carry through a mod- 
erate winter, the coal 
pointed out, adding that a few 
days of sub-zero weather in the 
later part of the heating season 
would have caused much suffering 
from lack of heat. 

In the last half of the heating 
season, coal yards were “swept 
clean,” the letter said, “and deliv- 
erles were made two to three 
weeks after orders were placed. 
We believe that good fortune 
played as large a part in averting 
a fuel crisis last season as the ef- 
forts of all the agencies which co- 
operated in the interests of pre- 
venting a fuel shortage. We can- 
not reasonably count upon 
luck during the winter that ig toe 
come,”

It is still too early for history 
to endow his name with the luster 
that he has earned; and because 
he is a modest man, he will prob- 
ably be embarrassed when it does. 
We must wait until the war is 
won before we can adequately 
measure the debt we all owe him. 

Battles are fought out in the 
full and open light of day. Onto 
the names of those who command- 
ed in the supreme hours when all 
the patience, the foresight and the 
wisdom of the commander in chief 
came to flower, contemporary re- 
porting has already thrown its 
powdering of glory. 


Planning in Darkness. 


But if battles are fought before 
the world's wondering eyes, they 
are planned in darkness and in 
secrecy. 

In comparative darkness and in 
secrecy the Supreme Commander 
must work. His shoulders bear a 
weight of responsibility that not 
even an army commander ig called 
©n to carry: ultimately, whatever 
happens in his territory is a re- 
fiection of his character. 


Men fight well or badly, not 
because they love or hate or are 
indifferent, but because of what 
the commander is thinking or do- 
ing, often some hundreds of miles 
away from them, That is an axiom 
of war that no technical develop- 
ment, no extension of the antique 
rules of strategy or of tactics, can 
ever alter. 

I have to report that in all this 
war I have never seen men fight 
better than did those of the United 
States and British armies when 
their great moment came. 

They fought well because they 
were well led; and they were led 
by Eisenhower. Let there be no 
mistake about that: his extraor- 
dinary personality was the chief 
architect of victory. From the day 
we landed until that last splendid 
moment when the extreme tip of 
Cap Bon fell to our united forces 
we were led by a man with a 
genius for modern war. 


Not One Real Mistake. 


In the military sphere—which, 
after all, igs the only one for whose 
results he should be held account- 
able—I do not believe he took one 
false step or made one real mis- 
take, unless it were to work too 
hard. 

The magnitude of the problem 
he had to solve can hardly yet be 
realized by those who were no 
fortunate enough to serve under 
him throughout the North African 
campaign. He had to land his men 
in territory, the political affilia- 
tions of whose diverse peoples 
were, at the best, doubtful: he had 
to take the highly risky opportu- 
nity offered him by an unexpected 
lack of real resistance on the Med- 
iterranean shores of Africa, to dis- 
patch at full speed over unknown, 
exiguous and delicate lines of 
communication, a handful] of men 
equipped on hardly more than as- 
sault scale to fight what might 
immediately have proved a major 
operation; he had, above all, per- 
haps, to fuse out of two disparate 
mational forces, trained in their 
own methods and born with their 
own national prejudices in favor 
of the systems which they knew, 
one striking force with unity not 
only of purpose but of understand- 
ing and technique. 


And eventually the enemy to 
beat. 

All these factors, some of which, 
I shall always believe, he ought 
never to have been asked to carry, 
added up to a tremendous burden; 
but he carried it triumphantly to 
the end. 

Let us take first things first. In 
those early days we gambled; and 
we nearly won. How close we 
came to taking Tunis in the first 
three weeks it is hard now, nearly 
seven months later, to remember. 
Those of us who were up in Tu- 
nisia with the spearhead of the 
Allied striking force—at that time 
the whole available force was 
nothing but a tiny and daring body 
of men—hourly expected to crash 
through the city gates and to see 
the end of as.rapid a campaign 
as history would have had to show. 

But we failed. 


Gain From Failure. 


We failed largely because the 
enemy's build-up, thanks to his 
far shorter and, at that time, 
strongly protected lines of commu- 
nication, was more rapid than our 
own, But in that very failure lay 
our triumph and our salvation. If 
we had then taken Tunis and Bi- 
zerte, we should not have enjoyed 
six precious months in which to 
learn the hard lessons of full co- 
operation and of battle, which is 
the only training that can ever 
make good men into perfect sol- 
diers. We gained far more than 
we ever failed to gain. 

We have learned to work to- 
gether. We each have more 
trained forces to be proud of. 

Armies are the most conserva- 

tive bodies of men in the world. 
They know their own ways of do- 
ing things, and in those ways and 
those ways only they like to-op- 
erate, 
Gen. Eisenhower knew this as 
well as anybody; but he knew sev- 
eral other facts equally impinging 
on the situation with which he had 
been ordered to deal. 


He knew that he had a mixed 
force under him, and that so long 
as it remained mixed it would re- 
main weaker than it might become. 
He knew that there were cer- 
tain elements which must always 
be different. The British and 
United States forces fight, for in- 
stance, with weapons of different 
caliber and of bewildering variety. 
He knew that United States sol- 
diers and British soldiers each pre- 
fer their own types of rations, and 
that if soldiers are to be good sol- 
diers, both morally and physically, 
they must be fed according to 
their national habits. 

He knew precisely how litth— 
not how much—a battered French 
railroad could be expected to carry 
from Algiers to.a front more than 
500 miles away, without dislocat- 
ing the absolutely essential serv- 
ices of civilian life. 

He knew how vulnerable 
railroad system was. 


What He Didn’t Know. 


There were several things he did 
not know, but for which he had to 
legislate. 

He did not know what strain the 
North African road systems could 
bear: how rapidly material could 
be switched from wide to narrow 
gauge railways at points which

When secret committee meetings are abol- 
ished a far step toward good legislation will 
have been taken; but they will not be abol- 
ished until legislators of a different type 
are elected, or until honest legislators who 
are inexperienced and gullible quit taking 
at face value the fallacious arguments of 
designing and deceitful associates.

Yes, the action against abolishing se- 
crecy was taken at a secret meeting. 


When the proposed rules came before the 
House for adoption, Representative Raymond 
J, Lahey of St. Louis offered an amendment 
to require that a public record be kept of 
all votes taken in committees. 


Representative Barton moved an indefi- 
nite postponement of the subject, thereby 
avoiding a record vote on the direct ques- 
tion of secrecy. 


The effect, however, was the same. Those 
voting for indefinite postponement voted for 
secrecy. Those voting against it voted 
against secrecy. 


Secrecy was retained by a vote of 93 to 
10, with 47 either absent or not voting. By 
this tremendous majority, including the de- 
signing, the ignorant and the stupid, the 
“blue ribbon’? House voted to prevent public 
knowledge of public business. . 

Gov. Donnell, having come into office 
without practical experience as an executive 
and without an intimate, personal knowledge 
of the details of thé functioning of the 
State Government, immediately made a ¢care- 
ful study of the entire set-up. 

Through his examination, consultations 
with economic and governmental experts and 
an intense probing into the experience of 
other states, Gov. Donnell found much in 
the Missouri system which needed correc- 
tion. He decided to limit his recommenda- 
tions to the Legislature in so far as they 
affected the conduct of the State’s business 
to these two main objectives: 

Elimination of the spoils system through

The outstanding business at last 
cleaned from the docket com- 
prised the religious freedom cases 
which brought two outright re- 
versals. On June 14 the Justices 
observed Flag day by reversing, 
6-to-3, the compulsory flag salute 
decision, handed down three years 
ago by Justice Felix Frankfurter 
for a court which then divided 8 
to 1. On May 3, in a 5-to-4 split, 
the highér bench overturned its 
ruling in the religious pamphlets 
distribution cases, decided only 11 
months earlier. All these cases 
arose from prosecution of mem- 
bers of the sect of Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses, 


The reversals correct decisions 
popularly held to be mistaken de- 
cisions, which go to make another 
of the judicial errors which retired 
Chief Justice Hughes, in his inter- 
val off the court, strikingly de- 
scribed as the Supreme Court's 
“self-inflicted wounds.” 

The three “self-inflicted wounds” 
which Mr. Hughes listed were: 
the Dred Scott slavery decision, 
removed by the Civil War; the 
switch on the constitutionality of 
the Legal Tender Act of 1862, 
which cost the court much pres- 
tige; and the invalidation under 
peculiar circumstances in 1895 of 
the income-tax law, finally erased 
by the ratification of the sixteenth 
amendment in 1913. 


Unfinished Business. 


So notable have been the out- 
right reversals in the 1942-43 terms, 
removing this fourth “self-inflicted 
wound,” that the unfinished busi- 
ness hag received little attention. 
Yet this unfinished business con- 
sists of two of the largest corpora- 
tion cases ever to come before the 
Supreme Court, 

One is the case of the Aluminum 
Co. of America, in which that vast 
business entity is charged by the 
Department of Justice with violat- 
ing the Sherman Anti-Trust Act by 
possessing a monopoly in the pro- 
duction and sale of aluminum, The 
other is the case brought by the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion against the North American 
Co. to enforce the so-called “death 
sentence” section of the Public 
Utility Holding Company Act, in 
the break up of sprawling electric 
power empires into “geographically 
integrated systems.” 


These big cases from the world 
of corporate enterprise are unfin- 
ished business because the Su- 
preme Court literally cannot decide 
them under present statutes gov- 
erning its operation. An act of 
Congress requires the participation 
of at least six Justices in a case 
before judgment can be rendered. 
In each case four members have 
disqualified themselves for one rea- 
son or another so that only five 
justices may sit as the court is now 
constituted. 


Celler’s Proposal. 


With this in mind, Congressman 
Emanuel Celler of New York, 
ranking majority member of the 
House Judiciary Committee, has 
introduced a bill to reduce the 
number of sitting Justices required 
for a quorum from six to five. This 
proposal would, in the event that 
more than four Justices disquali- 
fied themselves, authorize the Chief 
Justice to “call in for service in 
the court a Judge or Judges of 
any Circuit Court of Appeals of

Ex-Officials on Court. 


The Supreme Court has arrived 
in this blind alley because of the 
previous official connection of se 
many of its members with the 
Aluminum and North American 
cases.

Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone, 
Attorney General in the Coolidge 
cabinet, who began action 
against the Aluminum Co. near- 
ly 20 years ago, much to the em- 
barrassment of his fellow cab- 
inet member, Secretary of the 
Treasury Andrew W. Mellon, 
aluminum magnate.

Roosevelt’s Impasse. 


It will be seen from this that the 
impasse is the direct result of the 
general practice of President 
Roosevelt in naming to the Su- 
preme Court administrators in the 
executive department of the Gov- 
ernment rather than in promoting 
Judges on the lower courts. Three 
of the disqualified jurists have 
either headed the Department of 
Justice or served as its chief coun- 
sel. The newest appointee, Jus- 
tice Wiley B. Rutledge, former 
dean of the Washington University 
Law School, is the only elevated 
lower court judge. 


The Alcoa and Electric Bond & 
Share cases both have hung fire 
for a long time. The aluminum 
suit is one of the oldest and big- 
gest of anti-trust proceedings un- 
der the 53-year-old Sherman Act. 
Heard without a jury by United 
States District Judge Francis G. 
Caffey of New York, the trial 
alone lasted from June 1, 1938, to 
March 12, 1941—more than 33 
months. It was the longest law- 
suit before a judge in the history 
of American courts. 


Judge Caffey’s decision was so 
long, so involved and so detailed 
that it took him more than a week 
to read it. The Department of 
Justice had alleged 12 counts of 
monopolization by Alcoa and 48 
co-defendants. The Judge disposed 
of these charges a few at a time so

A Betrayal 


In the considered judgment of Curtis A. Betts, 
State political correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
who for many years has observed politics at Jef- 
ferson City from a ringside seat, “the legislative 
process in Missouri under the representative sys- 
tem of government has broken down.” In his ar- 
ticle, published elsewhere in this section, he an- 
alyzes and documents that downright statement. 

For many years, Missouri has had discouraging 
experiences with its Legislatures. This time, how- 
ever, it had a right to expect a higher level of 
performance. But once again it appears that, after 
five long months, the same old political: rackets 
are operating, the same massacre of progressive 
measures has occurred and the same petty political 
partisanship is dominating the Legislature’s actions. 
The few exceptions to this rule only emphasize 
what might have been. 

It is often said the people deserve the kind of 
government they get, and that is often true because 
of their apathy, their failure to cast informed votes, 
and so on. In the particular situation confronting 
Missouri, the people deserve a better kind of gov- 
ernment than they have been getting from Jeffer- 
son City, for two reasons. 

One is that, at the last election, there was a 
veritable revolution at the polls against the Legis- 
lature which topped off its scurvy career by trying 
to steal a governorship. Many of these men were 
defeated for re-election while others, like the 19 
Representatives from St. Louis, were so badly dis- 
credited that they didn’t dare to seek renomination. 

Popular campaigns were undertaken in St. Louis, 
Kansas City and elsewhere to supplant the gover- 
norship-steal gang with the highest type of legis- 
lators obtainable. Many new men were brought out 
and were nominated and elected. At the outset 


of the session, the Legislature was referred to as 


“blue-ribbon,” a term now used only in derision 
and contempt. 
. s $ . 

It now appears that, under the protective colora- 
tion of the people’s demand for better legislators, 
certain powerful interests insidiously selected men 
who would do their bidding. The most brazen ex- 
ample of this is the small-loan crowd, whose 
manipulator, David Lichtenstein, got himself on a 
committee to choose the “blue-ribbonites.” We all 
know by now how this adroit maneuver has tended 
to impair the wholesome effect of a popular upris- 
ing. Many of us will never forget it. 

So here we have a case of eager public participa- 
tion in a move for better legislation being dyna- 
mited by insiders. The people did their best when 
they elected the present Legislature. They went 
further, Responding logically and intelligently to 
the argument that the State could not expect good 
legislators for the miserly pittance they had been 
receiving ($5 a day for the first 70 days and $1 
a day thereafter), the people approved an amend- 
ment raising the pay. to $8000 for the two-year 
term, or $125 a month. Whereas the old pay was

an incentive to dishonesty and shiftlessness, the 
increased pay Was supposed to produce courage 
and decency. Instead, what happened was, to quote 
Mr. Betts, “a breakdown of the legislative process.” 

Looked at from almost any angle, the record of 
the legislative session creates bitterness and cyn- 
iciam. Belleving that one of the great difficulties 
in the Missouri legislative process has been the 
secrecy of committee sessions, the Post-Dispatch 
polled the 22 House members who were elected last 
November. Sixteen asserted they favored abolish- 
ing secrecy in meetings. When the test came, only 
two, Representatives Lahey and Tucker, voted in 
accordance with their pre-election statements. The 
others, including some of the supposedly pluperfect 
blue-ribbonites, flatly repudiated their pledges. So 
in this session, as in preceding ones, the dirty work 
has been done behind closed doors and the people 
have not been able to tell who wielded the dagger 
and the ax. They.only know that the secret com- 
mittee sessions have been a veritable slaughterhouse 
of good legislation. . 

If the State had had an outstanding Governor 
during the last five months, perhaps he could have 
supplied a dynamic leadership that would have 
produced better results. As it happens, the Gov- 
ernor is a scrupulous, conscientious man, honest 
and well-meaning, but not the type that would 
storm any battlements. He made a routine, in- 
effectual campaign—as Mr. Betts says, “with an 
almost childlike faith’—for his two major reform 
measures—the merit system and consolidation of 
tax agencies—and the Legislature murdered them.

When the present Governor entered office, he en- 
tertained a textbook conception of his functions as 
severely limiting him in attempts to influence legis- 


‘lation. Of course, no great American President or 


Governor has ever hesitated to try to influence 
legislation. Mr. Donnell receded from his strait- 
jacket point of view sufficiently to ask the Legis- 
lature to pass his two reform measures, and even 
to appeal to the people for these measures in sev- 
eral addresses, but his approach was weak and 
inept. When the test came, he lost. 

The record of the Legislature, as we say, is dis- 
couraging. But, instead 6f throwing up their hands 
in disgust, the people should redouble their efforts 
to get a square deal from the politicians. Fortunate- 
ly, the people have the power of the initiative, by 
which they can frame and pass their own laws when 
the Legislature fails. Again, much can be accom- 
plished at the coming Constitutional Convention if 
the delegates are impressed with public demands for 
that accomplishment. And the people can deal at 
the polls with the blue-ribbonites' who have be- 
trayed them. 

As they proved at the time of the governorship 
steal, while the people of Missouri may be patient 
and long-suffering, there comes a time when they 
rise in their might to crush faithlessness in public 
office. 


A DECENT SUM FOR THE POOR. 

The State Senate’s Appropriations Committee has 
voted to increase the allotment for direct relief— 
for the support of Missouri’s unemployable poor— 
by $2,400,000. If the Senate and the House accept 
this recommendation, the total appropriation for 
the biennium will be $5,700,000. 

It is to be hoped they will do so in spite of the 


that set aside two years ago and that there has 
been, since then, a very marked decline in the 
number in need of this help. The fact of the mat- 
ter is that the legislators in the past have been dis- 
gracefully stingy in connection with direct relief. 
They have never appropriated anything like an ade- 
quate sum for this purpose. 

The present appropriation, if finally voted, will 
lift none of the poor into the lap of luxury. At 
best, it will provide for them—in food, rent vouchers, 
coal and the like—about as much as is granted to 
pensioners each month. And, beyond any question, 
they are in greater need than a good many of those 
on the old-age assistance rolls. 

Just how much more the additional $2,400,000 
will provide is made clear by the fact that the orig- 
inally contemhplated appropriation of about $3,300,000 
would have allowed those on direct relief only about 
4 cents a meal. The Legislature can honor itself 
by being the first to vote a sum that is not a dis- 
grace to Missouri. 
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THE FISHING’S WONDERFUL. 

Floods are not without their good points. The 
Illinois Conservation Department has just an- 
nounced that fishing is better than ever in the 
Central and Southern parts of the State. 

The fish have been living the life of Riley in 
the flooded streams. There has been more water 
and more food for them, and less pollution. Con- 
trary to superstition, fish taken from flood waters 
are especially good to eat. 

In other words, the fishing is wonderful—just 
when war conditions make a fishing trip virtually 
impossible. 
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CUTTING SOLDIERS OFF THE PAYROLL. 

The little men on Capitol Hill have unearthed a 
new “scandal,” a new “waste” of the taxpayers’ 
money. This new “piece of foolishness”—so called 
by the eminent and erudite Joe Starnes of Gunters- 
ville, Ala.—is the Army’s request for $120,000 for 
the 23 soldiers and the 19 civilians, all artists 
of the highest reputation, who have been sent to 
the battlefields to record the fortitude, the bravery 
and the triumphs of our fighting men. 

To stop this, the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee has drafted a provision forbidding the use 
of any funds for such a purpose, either abroad or 
at home. Even a bit of color in a bleak barracks 
recreation room seems to be a waste of money to 
these irresponsibles who have now worked them- 
selves into a lather over an item that represents 
rather less than .0000003 per cent of our war expen- 
ditures. They want to cut soldiers off the payroll. 
This is a new low. 

When the Army first announced that it was send- 
ing out men like Joe Jones, Jack Levine, Mitchell 
Siporin and Fletcher Martin to go even into the 
most dangerous positions to catch the spirit of 
the world’s greatest war for those at home as well 
as for posterity, it was congratulated on every 
hand for its intelligence. 

We took ,it for granted that every phase of the 
war would be photographed. Yet, for all its refine~ 
ments, the camera cannot compete with the imagina- 
tive, interpretive human hand in recording the 
manifold emotions of war—the personal victory 
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argument that this sum is only slightly less than 4 


over fear and pain as well as the exultation of fight- 
ing and winning. We were glad that the Army 
realized that the camera was not enough. 

Before men knew how to write history, they 
painted it on the walls of their caves. Through 
the centuries, the greatest of artists were commis- 
sidned to put battle scenes on canvas. And now 
a few little men in Washington want to save 
$120,000 even at the cost of denying us the best 
possible record of the war. It’s preposterous,

cher he is at home or in military service, 


Father a good patriot, as today’s .tributes will 
duly note. If he’s of draft age, however, Father 
has been perplexed for some time as to whether the 
Government wants him to stay at home or will 
shortly put him into a uniform. He is ready to do 
his duty wherever he is most needed, but he would 
like to know where that is. Washington isn’t of 
much help when Father tries to figure out his 
future. Consider the various reports to which he 
has been subjected this year alone: 

In January, Maj. Gen. Hershey, selective service 
director, told Father he could expect his call about 
October. In February, he was practically packed, for 
Hershey said: “In the next two or three months, 
the great majority of men inducted will be men 
with children because there will be no one else 
left.” Then came the Kilday bill, to draft fathers 
last, which Congress discussed for three months 
before tabling it. 

On April Fool day, Gen. Hershey said drafting of 
fathers would probably begin about July 1. On 
April 13, Manpower Commissioner McNutt said that 
most able-bodied men with children would be in 
service by Dec. 31. On May 31, McNutt announced 
that these same men had 22 chances in 100 to stay 
at home through 1943. By June 10, McNutt’s figure 
had changed to 17 chances in 100 of being drafted 
in'’43. Last Monday, Hershey said the lowering of 
physical requirements had postponed Father's in- 
duction for three or four months. Next day, selec- 
tive service officials hinted that Oct. 1 was the 
probable date. 

Is it any wonder, after all this, that Father is a 
bit confused, perhaps even disgruntled, as to his 
draft status? So if the authorities want to give 
him a gift today that will be appreciated above 
all smokes or haberdashery, let them announce a 
date for his induction, whether it’s July, December 
or never, and stick to it. 

WAVELL AND GANDHI. 

The appointment of Field Marshal Sir \Archibald 
Wavell as Viceroy of India has both military and 
political implications. As to the latter, London com- 
mentators express hope and belief that Wavell will 
be able to establish better relations with Gandhi, 
leader of the independence movement. Eve Curie, 
who was a guest at the Wavell home when in New 
Delhi, has an illuminating episode on this point in 
her new book, “Journey Among Warriors.” 

Miss Curie told the Commander-in-Chief one 
evening that she was to see Gandhi next morning. 
She describes his reaction: “Wavell’s single eye ex- 
pressed an intense interest, pleasure and a nuance 
of envy while he muttered in an undertone, ‘J 
should like to see Gandhi,’” 

Perhaps, if he now gets his wish, it will be a meet- 
ing of historic import to the future of India and 
the course of the war.

however, Germans still believe they will win war against Russia.

ETTERS we find on the battlefield are, 
L after all, the sole reflections of life in 

Germany. That German newspapers 
are untruthful need scarcely be said; 
neither can any confidence be placed in the 
accounts of “neutral visitors” transmitted to 
us by special correspondents of diverse 
agencies in Stockholm, Bern and Istanbul. 


Lastly, I am skeptical about accounts of 
the majority of war prisoners. They try to 
please by laying the horrors on thick. So 
we turn to letters. For they were letters 
written, not for publication, but to be read 
by a husband, a son or a friend. 


We shall begin with daily bread. 
a letter from Rumburg 
Czecho-Slovakia: “If you only could see the 
bread we have to eat. It tastes absolutely 
bitter. Formerly, I wouldn’t even have 
looked at it.” 


“We Got Terribly Thin.” 


Now’ about the amount of this bread. 
From Berlin: “We get three pounds of 
bread and five pounds of potatoes a week. 
We have all got terribly thin. Mother 
weighs 106 pounds instead of 155. I weigh 
117 instead of 144.” 


A wisecracker from Dresden writes: “Do 
you know what KDF means? Not Kraft 
Durch Freude (strength through joy) but 
Kann Daurend Fressen (I could eat with- 
out end).” 

Until not so long ago, German soldiers 
used to send food home to their families 
from occupied countries. Now the locusts 
have devoured everything, and German gol- 
diers implore their relatives to send them 
something to eat. 


There is no soap, nor are minor neces- 
sities obtainable which, until quite recently, 
could be got in abundance: “I managed 
with great difficulty to get a penknife for 
you.” “Thanks for the tooth powder. It 
is not to be got in Germany.” “I wanted 
to buy you a couple of envelopes but I 
couldn’t find any.” “Everything is now sold 
on coupons, even shoestrings.” 


“Plants Being Closed Down.” 


Total war was introduced in Germany 
long before it was proclaimed. Last 
summer, a manufacturer wrote from Burt- 
zen: “All plants here not on war work are 
being closed down.” “In Hauensteineck 11 
shoe factories are now closed—in Pirma- 
senz, over 100.” 


A girl writes from Wiener Neustadt: “It 
is now 11:30 and I’ve only just returned 
from the factory.” From Upper Silesia: 
“Maria carries cement 14 hours at a stretch. 
It is not woman’s work.” From Essen: “I 
never once get home before midnight and 
have to be back on the job at 7 in the 
morning.” 

Everything is mobilized. A woman from 
Nuremberg complains: “I am feeling my 
62 years, but they don’t reckon with that.” 
From Westphalia: “They wanted to send 
Karl to work, but he told them off proper 
—he is 67 and old men are obstinate.” 


Many Germans have been taken off fac- 
tory work and replaced by foreigners. Here 
is a letter from Frankenthal: “You can 
hear every language in the world in this 
place. It is a regular Babylon.” From 
Strelen in the Rhineland: “There are prac- 
tically no Germans here, only Dutchmen, 
French and the like.”

It should be made clear that hundreds of 
letters are full of tales of real or imaginary 
assaults by fugitives. Many German women 
have ceased to sleep of nights. They are 
afraid of their neighbors. 


The fourth winter of the war was not 
easy on the nerves of the Germans. For 
the first time, the Germans had begun to 
realize how far they are from victory. Out 
of a hundred letters, one can now find only

The tone of letters has become tearful: 
“Everything looks very gloomy. I am wor- 
Let us put our hopes in our 
Fuehrer. He hasn’t been wrong so far. 
After Stalingrad, I even stopped listening 
to the radio.” 


From Muhlbach: “The news from the Rus- 
sians is bad. Things are getting worse, not 
better. God help us poor people.” 


“A Kingdom of Death.” 


There are not only sighs in the letters. 
There are also long lists of killed—rela- 
tives, friends, acquaintances, From a small 
Wuerttemberg village: “There are already 
more killed from this place than in the 
World War.” From Wernigerode: “All the 
women are in mourning.” 


Air raids are telling on the nerves of 
Germans, and German women have proved 
to be extraordinarily hysterical. Only re- 
cently, they wege gleefully admiring “the 
exploits of our airmen” over London, Bel- 
grade and Leningrad, Now these same Ger- 
man women complain that “Cologne is a 
kingdom of death.” “I have contracted 
nervous hiccups from fright.” “I have got 
something like dysentery owing to the air 
raids.” “I will give 10 years of my life 
to get out of Essen.” 


However, it would be a mistake to con- 
clude that Germany is ripe for a collapse. 
It hag to be borne in mind that Germans 
are not like other people. German women 
don’t think of sparing their husbands. They 
pity themselves and send their husbands 
despairing letters. Furthermore, Germans 
don’t think for themselves, 


“Tt Will be Like Last Year.” 


What, then, is emaciated and bloodless 
Germany still relying on? First of all on 
the summer: “It will be like last year. In 
summer we will start our offensive and 
settle the Russians.” 


If the principal feature of last year’s 
letters was greed and dreams of Russia’s 
wealth—even of India’s treasures—Germans 
are now buoyed up by malice, 


The faith of Germans in victory is un- 
shaken. But besides faith they are sup- 
ported by rage, fear, blind Prussian disci- 
pline. While the grouching soldier con- 
tinues unfailingly to go into the attack, the 
grouching German woman, just as unfail- 
ingly, continues to do her job. There is no 
denying that Germany is shaken, but she 
won't fall of her own accord—she won't 
collapse like a house of cards.

To Work in Nation’s War Plants 


‘“‘Wanted: Women in War Industry,” by Laura Nek 
eon Baker. (E. P. Dutton & Co., New York.) 


M RS. BAKER subtitles her book, “The 
complete guide to a war factory job.™ 
And it is just that. Going on the premise 
that six million American women will be 
needed for war work in 1943, the author 
has gone to great pains to inform those six 
million not only of the jobs available, but 
also of the daily routines of those jobs. In 
some instances, the experiences of the four 
million women now employed in defense 
industries serve as illustrations or patterns. 

The possibilities for employment are al- 
most endless: blueprint reading, welding, 
riveting, balloon rigging, bench molding, in- 
specting, hand or machine sewing, uphol- 
stering, lens grinding, radio operation, air- 
craft manufacture and many more. In 
each category, the writer gives the neces- 
sary qualifications, wages, hours and work- 
ing conditions. She does not minimize the 
hazards of most war jobs, and advises the 
prospective worker to inquire about the 
danger, sanitation and ventilation in any 
job considered.

Mrs, Baker devotes a chapter to “how 
to get a job,” emphasizing the importance 
of the United States Employment Service. 
In a following chapter she gives explicit 
directions for getting training: (1) in Gov- 
ernment training schools or classes, (2) in 
private schools and colleges, (3) in the in- 
dustria] plants themselves. 

Women have an added incentive to fill 
men’s shoes since the War Labor Board 
voted last September to approve equal pay 
for equal work to women. Since many 
women now employed have families to care 
for, industry is helping in many ways to 
make it easy for them to take care of the 
two jobs. In some cases, factories have 
opened nursery schools of their own. 

Mrs. Baker discusses the labor laws that 
affect women in industry and also lists 
those advocated by the Women’s Bureau 
of the Department of Labor. An appendix 
carries the addresses of district offices 
where women may apply for training with- 
in industry. 

All in all, this book is a very complete 
guide to a war factory job and can be used 
with profit by any woman considering such

Interpreting the War News 


A REVIEW OF THE WEEK

HE summer of 1943, sure to be one of the most fateful periods 
of history, opens this week. The final days of spring found the 
Allies poised in almost every theater for offensive operations 
likely to produce the war's greatest battles. 
Allied arms rising steadily and swifty toward that peak of de- 
structiveness toward which the years of planning and building have 


T 


been pointed. 

The next 13 weeks should pro- 
duce events which will disclose 
how the war will be won and ap- 
proximately when. They may see 
the end of the war for at least 
one of the Axis powers, Italy, and 
perhaps others. | 

The spring, although it has pro- 
duced brilliant and heartening suc- 
cesses for the United Nations, has 
been just a prelude to the great 
show about to open. Even the 
clearing of the Axis from Africa, 
with the magnificent climax of the 
Tunisian campaign, the recovery 
of Attu from the Japanese, and the 
terrible punishment of Germany 
from the air, the increasing proof 
that the war against the subma- 
rine is being won all serve only 
to usher in still more momentous 
events, 


Delay in Russia. 


The curtain may rise any dawn 
now on the main show. There is 
surprise that it has not begun al- 
ready in the greatest land battle- 
field of the war, Russia. Tuesday 
is both the first day of summer 
and the second anniversary of Hit- 
ler’s disastrous error, the attack on 
the Soviet Union. The general ex- 
pectation has been that the Ger- 
man Army, with the greater part 
of its power still massed in Rus- 
sia, would attack before that date. 
But last week failed to provide 
any answer to the question of 
= and where the blow would 
all, 

The delay caused speculation on 
the possibility that Hitler has had 
to abandon or drastically curtail 
his plans for a third attempt to 
destroy the Red Army. There have 
been suggestions that the Western 
Allies’ air offensive against Ger- 
man industry has produced fatal 
shortages of supplies for the Rus- 
sian front or that the heavy at- 
trition suffered by the German air 
force over Western Europe and 
the Mediterranean has made it im- 
possible to mass the necessary air 
support in the East. However, the 
best opinion still is that Hitler 
must attack and that the degree 
of Russia’s success in containing 
the blow and countering it will 
do much to determine how long 
Germany will continue to fight. 


Sword Over Italy. 

This summer’s other major the- 
ater ef operations against Hitler 
obviously must be the Mediterra- 
nean. With the minor stepping 
stone islands, such as Pantelleria, 
in Allied hands, the process of 
softening up the major Italian 
islands, Sicily and Sardinia, was 
carried forward implacably and 
with punishing effect last week. 
From three directionss-Northwest 
Africa, Malta and the Middle East 
command’s bases—<Allied planes of 
all types tore huge gaps in the 
enemy air cover of the two big 
islands, the necessary preliminary 
to invasion, 

A new high pitch was reached 
Friday with a series of slashing 
attacks on Sicilian and Sardinian 
air fields and ports in the course 
of which 38 enemy planes. were 
shot down. A large proportion of 
those were Italian Macchis, indi- 
cating that Hitler’s air forces may 
be withdrawing to other regions. 

Italy gave evidence of growing 
fears as the shadow of invasion 
loomed closer. The Rome radio 
showed that Italy was watching 
with dread the massing of Allied 


. 


It saw the power of 


forces, with fleets of invasion 
barges, along the African coast and 
in the captured islands. Nine prov- 
inces of the toe and heel of the 
Italian boot were added to the zone 
of operations—under Army rule— 
which already include Sicily and 
Sardinia, There were reports that 
Mussolini had ordered the civilian 
evacuation of all the main Sicilian 
cities and Naples by July 10. His 
Fascist party directorate called 
for a sterner mobilization of the 
nation. There were even rumors— 
entirely unconfirmed and denied 
by the Axis—that Italian envoys 
had arrived in Algiers to ask the 
Allies’ peace terms. 


Eastern Mediterranean. 

A somewhat similar’ situation 
prevailed in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean, where there are other 
Axis-held islands to be taken be- 
fore the great highway to the east 
really is cleared. There, however, 
the Allies have not yet opened the 
aerial preliminaries. But the Axis 
was worried just the same. The 
British contributed to this anxiety 
by closing the Syrian border with 
Turkey for 48 hours and letting it 
be said that this was to screen Al- 
lied troop movements from Axis 
agents in neutral Turkey. 

The Axis evinced great interest 
in the disposition of Allied forces 
around the Mediterranean’s east-

A survey made by Lieut. Col. 
Marvin Charlton, from Del Rio, 
Tex., Provost Marshal for London, 
discloses that officers as well as 
enlisted men often are heard talk- 
ing about.the locality of their sta- 
tions in Britain, their type of 
training and even troop move- 
ments. 

American unit commanders in 
the United Kingdom are being or- 
dered to increase their reminders 
to the troops that “careless talk 
costs lives.” 

British troops, with 198 weeks of 
war behind them, long have been 
imbued with the spirit of caution 
and they talk about military activ- 
ities as if every neighbor.in res-

In the State of Morelos, where 
fathers and grandfathers shoul- 
dered arms with Zapata and Villa, 
the small boys have a game called 
“Mexicano,” in which the Ameri- 
canos are the rogues and the Mex- 
icanos are the Robin Hoods. Their 
elders, who are inherently gracious 
people, will contrive to make you 
welcome, but as a customer, not a 


pal. 

Even in Mexico City, where they 
are more used to “Los Yankis,” 
there is a deepening fear of Yan- 
kee imperialism, a fear which 
lately has taken a sharp political 
twist. There is widespread support 
of “Hispanidad,” which stands for 
a Latin-American confederacy 
aimed at the United States. It 
should be noted here that “Ibero- 
America” is far stronger in riches 
and potential man power than is 
the United States. 

Before Mexico came ifnto the 
war on our side through the policy 
of a far-seeing government, His- 
panidad was the main prop of 
German propaganda here. Still 
there is fear of the United States, 
fear which prevents the Mexican 
government from putting Mexico 
on a more active footing in the 
war, 


Fear Invasion of Minds. 

A prominent Mexican business 
man attempted to explain the feel- 
ing, standing in the shadow of the 
Biblioteca Benjamin Franklin, in 
Mexico City’s beautiful Reforma 
boulevard. 

The library, endowed by the 
American Library Association and 
Nelson Rockefeller's co-ordinator’s 
office as a good neighbor gesture, 
can produce figures to show that 
it is being attended widely. Presi- 
dent Avila Camacho has described 
it as a “permanent embassy of 
Pan-American good will.” 

“But you won't find many Mexi- 
cans going in there,” said the busi- 
ness man. “Mexicans are afraid 
that the United States is trying to 
invade their minds first... .” 

The Accion Nacional, most ef- 
fective advocate of Hispanidad, is 
allied in thought with the Sinar- 
quists, agrarian-clerical-Fascist 
group; the followers of Gen. Juan 
Andreu Almazan, who was defeat- 
ed for the Presidency by Gen. 
Manuel Avila Camacho, and of 
Gen. Plutarco Elias Calles; some 
industrialists and bankers, and a 
few surprisingly un-Latin people. 
The movement, which is outside of 
Mexico’s one-party system, has its 
roots in the Latin Catholic 
Church’s fear of American prot- 
estantism. 

The Sinarquists accuse Joe} Rob- 
ert Poinsett, the first American 
minister (1825-29), of bringing Free 
Masonry to Mexico—the liberals 
say the first Mason here was Juan 
O’Donoju, last Spanish viceroy. 

The reactionary movement ap- 
peals for the support of the pious 
small farmer, the largest group in 
the country, and attempts to di- 
vide him from the labor move- 
ment. It rehashes Mexico’s 100- 
year-old war with the United 
States as a vital issue, 


Workers Fear U. S. 


The labor movement, "too, fears 
the United States. A liberal poli- 
tician told me: 

“Mexico has every reason to fear 
United States imperialism. We do 
not fear the liberals of the United 
States. They have always been our 
friends and we theirs. Abraham 
Lincoln was a friend of President 
Juarez. We beHeve President 
Roosevelt is our friend, but we 
know that neither he nor Presi- 
dent Camacho speak for all groups 
in their countries. They repre- 
sent the groups who hold the reins 
of power. The reactionaries are 
trying once more to split us apart.” 
That “Yankee imperialism” 
should really mean more than 
German propaganda is hard for 
the folks back home to understand. 
But here in Mexico, the front door 
to our relations with Latin 
America, a few’ of the “gringos” 
are still doing their best to per- 
petuate ill will. 


Foreign ownership, or steward- 
ship, has stifled the economic life 
of Mexico for more than 400 years, 
and is closely akin to tyranny. 
The country still works hard to 
pay off the foreign-owned mort- 
gage. Today, even after 83 years 
of revolution, the foreign colonies 
are still firmly entrenched in 
Mexico City, much as the pukka 
sahibs are in their India. The 
Mexican revolution skirts the prob- 
lem because Mexico cannot afford 
to antagonize the rest of the 
world, especially the United States. 
The oil expropriation—a fast one 
—is still talked of with raised 
blood pressure in these foreign 
colonies, Mexico is the third larg- 
est oil producer in the hemisphere, 
but until 1938 Mexico received only

It would be different if this in- 
ternational hodgepodge were 4 
“melting pot,” as in the United 
States. But it isn’t. Most of the 
profits find their way out of Mexi- 
co. In 1937, 88 million fine 
ounces of silver left the country, 
about a third of the world yield. 

Then there are business prac- 
tices. One of the Mexican indus- 
trialiste—there are a few—said 
that there is enough capital here 
to establish one or more big cellu- 
lose plants. He also said, though, 
that if they were established, for~- 
eign industry—meaning somebody 
in the United States—would ruin 
the industry after the war by com- 
petition. Competition is a _ nice 
way of saying it. 


Cautions Medical Industry. 

There is an infant medical in- 
dustry in Mexico, timidly advanced 
by the Mexicans as having some- 
thing to offer. A friend, whose 
family is engaged in extracting 
the scientific basis from Aztec 
formulas to fight native diseases, 
said to me: 

“We don’t want to get too big. 
We are satisfied to do a service 
to our own people at a fair price, 
and we are not trying to compete 
with American firms.” 

“But you have here specifics that 
are needed all over the world,” I 
objected. 

“I know, but if we get too big, 
one of the big American firms 
would knock us out of the market,” 
he rejoined, | 

This man’s family are former 
Hacendados, The man himself has 
a brother who was physically 
beaten when he attempted to set 
a fair price for his banana crop 
against the wishes of an American 
fruit company. The rest of the 
family is taking no chances. 

Wealthy Mexicans are usually 
too timid to get into business com- 
petition, but plant their money in 
the only “safe” investment in 
Mexico—real estate. This partially 
accounts for the tremendous real 
estate developments throughout 
the country. , 

A third reason for anti-United 
States feeling is a brittle, self- 
conscious new nationalism. Mexi- 
cans pride themselves on having

CHICAGO, June 19 (AP).— 
Harrison Spangler, chairman of 
the National Republican Commit- 
tee, charged today that New Deal 
Democrats were using the war po- 
litically by attempting to build up 
@ conviction that “you can’t beat 
the Commander-in-Chief.” 

He said at a press conference 
that, for the last six or eight 
weeks, some columnists and 
spokesmen for the New Deal have 
been saying that President Roose- 
velt couldn’t be beaten in 1944 if 
the war was still being fought. 

“And they’ve done a darn good 
job of putting across the idea,” 
Spangler admitted, “but I don’t 
~believe them. It’s New Deal propa- 
ganda, indicating that the Demo- 
crats are uneasy about what’s go- 
ing to happen next year.” 

He asserted that, although the 
President was the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army and Navy, he 
wasn't commander-in-Chief . of 
“the miners or of the citizens,” 
and that New Dealers were using 
his title for a political buildup, 

Republican Conference. 

Spangler was in Chicago to 
preside at a conference of Re- 
publican leaders from 16 states, 
meeting here to diseuss prepara- 
tions for the 1944 campaigns. He 
said the executive sessions were 
routine in nature and not con- 
cerned with presidential candidates 
or party policies. State leaders 
attending the. sessions bore him 
out. 

The national chairman reported 
that party leaders told him there 
Was a continuing swing away 
from the New Deal in the Middle 
West, particularly among farm- 
ers. Party statisticians, he said, 
had found that 6 per cent of the 
farmers who voted for Roosevelt 
in 1940 would vote against him 
today, and that the same senti- 
ment was expressed by 4 per cent 
of the labor vote. 

“We have a good chance to 
carry two border states—Kentucky 
and Oklahoma,” Spangler said. 
“We expect to win the governor- 
ship in Kentucky this fall and also 
in New Jersey, where the party 
has agreed on ex-Senator Walter 
E. Edge as the nominee. The 
Democrats and New Dealers in 
New Jersey are quarreling like 
cats and dogs.” 

Attacks OWI and OCD. 

Spangler attacked the Office of 
War Information as putting out 
“eight-tenths propaganda and 
two-tenths war information.” He 
said the block system organized 
by the Office of Civilian Defense 
was “nothing more than a po- 
litical system,” similar to that 
built up in Germany to establish 
the one-party Nazi Government. 

The Republican postwar advis- 
ory committee, Spangler said, prob- 
ably would hold its organization 
meeting late in July, after the ad- 
journment of Congress. 

The conferences of national 
committeemen and women and 
state chairmen were scheduled to 
continue tomorrow. Party lead- 
ers were attending from Arkansas, 
Colorado, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Michigan, Min- 
mesota, Missouri, Nebraska, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, South 
Dakota and Wisconsin.

Elimination of the gross waste 
and inefficiency in the assess- 
ment and collection of State 
taxes by consolidating 14 tax 
agencies into one. 

The Governor présented a glow- 
ing opportunity to a “blue ribbon” 
Legislature for a great public 
service, but the Legislature hag re- 
jected it in its entirety, preserving 
the waste and inefficiency of the 
spoils system. 


10,000 State Jobholders. 


Approximately 10,000 State em- 

ployes owe their jobs to politics, 
to the fact that they are either 
good Democrats or good Republi- 
cans, dependable for loyal party 
service at election time, and, more 
particularly, dependable for  per- 
sonal political service to the State 
officials and department heads un- 
der whom they draw their State 
pay. 
The generally known fact is that 
even efficient employes of the 
State are replaced with totally in- 
experienced employes whenever 
there is a change of administra- 
tion. The first consideration in 
virtually every appointment is that 
the appointee is politically loyal, 
both to the party and to the offi- 
cial making the appointment. 

It is a system followed by no 
other business, but is inherent in 
the spoils system of the State. 
The State is big business. It col- 
lects in taxes in one form or an- 
other and pays out about 125 
million dollars a year, a big 
business which should be operat- 
ed along business lines for the 
single purpose of efficient serv- 
ice to the people of the State. 
Instead, it is operated for the 
advantage of political parties and 
the personal advantage of po- 
litical jobholders. 

The Governor proposed to the 
Legislature that it supplant this 
system with one under which State 
employes would be chosen by merit, 
would be prohibited from politi- 
cal activity, and would be assured 
of job security as long as they 
properly performed their duties. 
The Legislature would have none 
of it. It rejected the proposal ar- 
bitrarily. 

Analysis of Collections. 


Of the total taxes collected by 
the State about $50,000,000 a year 
comes from direct taxes, sales 
taxes, property taxes, income taxes, 
inheritance taxes and others. The 
remaining $75,000,000 comes from 
indirect ‘taxes collected for the 
support of particular functions of 
Government and derived mostly 
from various types of inspection 
fees and licenses. 

The Governor found that the 
principal taxes were assessed and 
collected by 14 separate State agen- 
cies, each with its office, each with 
its expensive office equipment, 
each with its separate staff of em- 
ployes. 

Most of these taxes are seasonal. 
Automobile license taxes for the 
most part are collected in January 
and February, but the force of em- 
ployes, except for a few temporary 
clerks, are on the payroll 12 
months a year. And so also with 
other categories. 

The Governor could see no rea- 
son why the office force which col- 
lects automobile license taxes in 
January and February could not 
collect income taxes in May and 
June, and also be a part of the 
force which collects gasoline taxes, 
inheritance taxes and sales taxes 
throughout the year. It looked like 
good business to the Governor to 
consolidate these tax collection 
agencies, 

There is only one argument 
against it, but that one is suffi- 
cient for the practical politicians— 
their need for political workers to 
maintain party and personal or- 
ganizations. The more jobs politi- 
cal officeholders have with which 
to reward the faithful workers, the 
more faithful workers there will 
be. The only way the party has to 
hold these workers is with jobs, 
and so pay them with public 
money for political party service. 
Then, too, under the time-honored 
system of assessing political job 
holders two per cent of their sal- 
aries a very sizeable sum _ con- 
stantly is on hand to aid in meet- 
ing election expenses. The more 
jobs, the more paid into the party 
coffers. And the taxpayers foot the 
bill. 

Governor Proposes Reforms. 
None of this looked good to the 
Governor, He had consulted tax 
experts who had participated in 
similar “consolidation plans _ in 
other states and found that, al- 
most without exception, experience 
had been that tax collections in- 
creased following consolidations 
and the cost of collection dropped 
n average of 25 per cent. Fewer 
employes did the work and office 
expenses were lower. 

The Governor, with an almost 
childlike faith, explained to the 
Legislature quite matter-of-factly 
the benefits which could be ex- 
pected to follow the adoption of 
his program. He brought in some 
experts to explain the details to 
legislative committees and then 
sat back to await favorable action. 
It soon became apparent that all 
was not going well. After two 
months the bills had made no prog- 
ress in the House committees, the 
merit bill in the Judiciary Com- 
mittee and the consolidation bills 
in the Committee on Governmental 
Reorganization. 

The Post-Dispatch began calling 
attention to the danger of defeat, 
and, what was more effective with 
the politician-legislators, the 
possible adverse public reaction 
which might follow arbitrary re- 
jection by a Republican House of 
an efficiency program  recom- 
mended by a Republican Governor. 
The politicians could understand 
that sort of language. Speaker 
Howard Elliott and Republican 
Floor Leader Randall R. Kitt be- 
gan putting on pressure. The con- 


solidation bills then were reported 
out and under caucus action were 
rushed to passage and sent to the 
Senate. 


No Support for Merit Bill. 


Even Elliott and Kitt showed no 
interest in the Governor’s other 
bill—the merit bill. That was 
foreign to all the political party 
texts they knew anything about. 
It was doomed from the start, the 
Governor having not even the 
semblance of support from any 
legislator of real influence in the 
House. 


After the merit bill had been 
kicked about and delayed in the 
Judiciary Committee for nearly 
five months, the committee locked 
its doors one night and cast the 
secret vote and killed it. The 
public was barred, newspaper re- 
porters were barred and, under the 
legislative code of the politicians, 
no one outside the room was to 
know just how the members voted. 


This committee has 37 members. 
Information somehow leaked out 
that.a total of 23 votes were cast 
on the motion to kill the merit 
proposal, indicating that that was 
the number attending the meet- 
ing. It was reported the vote was 
17 to 6. Who were the lonesome 
six has not been disclosed, but be- 
cause of their acquiesence in the 
secrecy rule they cannot escape 
the criticism under which the en- 
tire committee rests, as must also 
the 14 who did not attend the 
meeting.

The merit bill being dead be- 
yond hope of resuscitation, the last 
feeble hope for any efficiency leg- 
islation rested on the Senate, which 
by this time had the consolidation 
bills. 


The key bills of this program, 
without which it would collapse, 
had been referred by Lieut, Gov. 
Frank G. Harris, Democrat, to the 
Committee on Retrenchment, Re- 
form, Abolition, Creation and Con- 
solidation of Boards, Bureaus and 
Commissions—a long and impos- 
ing name, no part of which fits the 
committee action which was cer- 
tain to come. 


There was no delay, no dilly- 
dallying by this committee. It 
was armed and prepared to kill. 
It quickly went through the polite 
formality of holding a public hear- 
ing, then dealt the blow. All 13 
members were present. The vote 
was 10 for killing the bills and 
three against. 


Again the key was turned in the 
lock. Again the public was barred 
from knowing how its business 
was being conducted. However, 
there were some leaks from this 
committee, and the word got about 
that all of the seven Democrats on 
the committee voted to kill the 
bills, joined by three Republicans, 
while three Republicans voted to 
report them favorably.

Some Conscientious Members. 

The impression should not pre- 
vail that there are not a number 
of conscientious, hard-working 
legislators, devoted to the public 
service, in both Senate and House. 
There are, but they are in so small 
a minority that they virtually are 
helpless. 

A valiant fight for the civil code 
bill has beén made by Senators 
Francis Smith of St. Joseph, F. M. 


Frisby of Bethany, M. C. Matthes 
of Hillsboro and Derwood E, Wil- 
liams of Troy, all recognized as 
outstanding legislators. They have 
been able to save some of the pro- 
visions of the bill, but have been 
unable to prevent elimination of 
its most important features. 


Likewise Senator Jasper Smith 
of Springfield, a newcomer in the 
Senate who on his present record 
ig being looked upon as one of 
the most promising men in future 
Republican political life in Mis- 
souri, apparently has succeeded in 
blocking a partisan scheme engi- 
neered by Senator George H. 
Miller of Sedalia, Republican floor 
leader, to destroy the non-political 


Commission and turn it over to 
partisan Republican control. Smith 
and several other Republican sen- 
ators, appalled by the brazenness 
of Miller’s plan, have been able to 
prevent him from getting a favor- 
able report on his bill, even though 
he is chairman of the committee. 


One .Progressive Enacttnent. 


The one progressive bill dealing 
with the functions of Government 
which has been passed by the Leg- 
islature and become a law is that 
creating a Legislative Council, and 
even on that the “more and thicker 
gravy” politicians got in their 
work. The comprehensive bill 
sponsored by Senator’ Francis 
Smith was amended in the House, 
after it passed the Senate, to make 
it more acceptable to the politi- 
cians. Smith was forced to accept. 
the amendments to get any legisla« 
tion at all on the subject. He 
hopes that it can be-improved by 
the next Legislature. 


With the disappointing failure of 
this “blue ribbon” Legislature to 
measure up even in slight degree, 
to expectations, the legislative sit- 
uation in Missouri looks dark. If 
legislators chosen as these were 
refuse to meet the demands of pub- 
lic service there can be little basis 
for hope. 


The way they are elected mili- 
tates against any marked improve- 
ment. Next year all 150 members 
of the House and 17 Senators will 
be chosen. Their names will be 
well to the bottom of long ballots, 
and preceding them will be candi- 
dates for President, for United 
States Senator, Governor, four 
other elective State officials and 
Congressmen. Attention of the 
voters will be on the Presidency, 
the United States Senatorship and 
the Governor, and there is little 
chance that legislative candidates 
will receive much thoughtful con- 
sideration, 


But, as was stated at the begin-

“This litigation, with its threat 
of dissolution, hangs over Alcoa 
like a black cloud, diverting the 
attention and hampering the war 
effort of the company’s person- 
ne},” 


Dismissa] of the case would suit 
the Aluminum Co. to a T since 
that would leave in effect Judge 
Caffey’s decision that the anti- 
trust contentions had not been es- 
tablished by the Department of 
Justice; but the. company seems 
equally willing to have a Supreme 
Court decision in view of the 
sweeping victory it won in the 
lower Federal Court. 

In the utility case, the tables are 
turned. The SEC won in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in 
New York before a_ three-man 
bench consisting of Judges Augus- 
tus N. Hand, Thomas W. Swan and 
Harrie B. Chase, all appointed by 
Republican Presidents. Upholding 
an SEC order directing North 
American to divest itself of se- 
curities of 80 companies in 17 
states and the District of Colum- 
bia, the three Judges specifically 
said that Congress had the right 
to pass the “death sentence” clause 
and that the nation’s lawmakers 
did not act in an “unreasonable, 
arbitrary and capricious” way, 


Union Electric Angle. 


Of particular interest locally is 
that part of the Circuit Court rul- 
ing which says that the SEC had 


the power to select the “St. Louis 


system”—the Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri and subsidiaries—as the 
principal one for retention. The

The SEC victory in the New 
York Circuit Court of Appeals last 
January was quickly followed by 
an appeal by Charles E. Hughes 
Jr., son of the retired Chief Justice, 
as counsel for North American. In 
vew of “the importance of the 
case,” Solicitor General Charles 
Fahy joined in the request for re- 
view, 


The Supreme Court was prompt 
enough about agreeing to hear the 
case for it so announced its in- 
tention on March 1.

MEMPHIS, June 19. 


N one of the Chicago and South-

NEW YORK, June 19. 
ROVOCATIVE of a more sub- 
stantial mail reaction than any 
other theme occasionally es- 

sayed by this department is the 
thesis that there is nothing that 
men in service all over the world 
want out of New York so muchas 
the assurance that an absolute 
minimum of local institutions will 
be changed or discarded while they 
are away. 

“I’ve never been to New York,” 
writes a first-class seaman from 
the receiving base at San Diego, 
“but it’s the first place I'm going 
to head for when I get a chance, 
and I want everything just as I've 
always read about it and as I bet 
a million sailors, if there are that 
many, dream of it. The picture 
of the greatest city in the world 
with no auto traffic and black- 
outs and restrictions of all sorts 
is almost as bad news as a major 
military disaster would be. Gloom 
on the home front to men in 
service is just as depressing as 
bad news from the fighting fronts 
must be to people at home, and if 
food shortages, liquor shortages, 
curfews and the like aren’t bad 
news, I don’t know what is!”

tors and file clerks may have to stand in one spot for several 


hours at a time. 

The fatigue caused by constant 
standing may make an even-tem- 
pered person irritable and snappy. 
Standing still in one spot for any 
length of time slows up the circu- 
lation of the blood through the leg 
veins, and makes the legs feel 
heavy. This heavy feeling is due to 
accumulation of blood in the leg 
veins—a cause of varicose veins. 
Round garters, tightly laced shoes 
or a girdle that is tight around the 
thighs, hinder circulation and should 
not be worn. 

Frequent rest periods, at least once each morning and aft- 
ernoon, are a necessity if the stand-up worker is to do her 
most efficient work. And there should be a couch in the rest 
room. Even if these rest periods are only a few minutes long, 
they are very beneficial. The time should be spent lying down 
on a couch, feet elevated on a pillow if possible. At the lunch 
hour, it may be better to rest, rather than tire yourself further 
by a walk.

chick, fresh from the hatchery. 


No figures on the number of 
chickens being raised by people 
who never raised a chicken before 
are available, but one large hatch- 
ery, which sells some 7,000,000 baby 
Chicks a year, estimates that 25 
per cent of them are being pur- 
chased by amateurs. 


They can always tell the ama- 
teurs, because they buy the chick- 
ens first and then ask, “now how 
do I go about raising them and 
what do I feed them?” The hatch- 
ery is now prepared for this, and 
supplies several booklets touching 
on all phases of the care and feed- 
ing of infant chickens. 


But despite this lack of knowl- 
edge, a surprising number of 
chicks survive. Hatcheries and 
feed stores estimate that of the 
average flock of 100 chicks, 97 ‘will 
pull through, which wou'd indi- 
cate that baby chicks, like drunks 
and little children, are guarded by 
a special providence. 


Chicken raising, it should be 
pointed wut, isn’t what ‘it used to 
be back in the days when every 
little chicken had at least a speak- 
ing acquaintance with its own 
mother. Science has stepped in. 
In the old days, chickens were 
produced by placing a “setting” of 
eggs under a hen with maternal 
inetincts. In time, if the hen at- 
tended to her duties, the eggs 
would hatch. The chickens were 
left in the care of ‘the mother and 
usually ate just about what the 
old lady could scratch up. 

Today’s baby chick has never 
known a parent’s loving care. He 
—or she, as the case may be—is 
hatched in a huge incubator in a 
modern hatchery, along with 
thousands of others, and then sold 
on the market even before it can 
form an attachment for the incu- 
bator. It’s introduction to life has 
the impersonal] quality of a produc- 
tion line, 

Their chance of survival, how- 
ever, is better than when they were 
left to a mother’s care. Instead 
of table gcraps and an occasional 
bug, they are placed on a carefully 
balanced diet. . They are started 
on a feed known in chicken rais- 
ing circles as “starting mash.” It 
contains cod liver oil, buttermilk, 
meat scraps, corn, cornmeal and 
several other ingredients designed 
to give the baby chicken the prop- 
er start in life. After a few weeks, 
or about the time the young chick- 
ens begin to get around and take 
an interest in things, they are 
changed to “growing mash.” When 
they have quit growing they can

eat anything they want to, or can 
get. 

Hatcheries and feed manufac- 
turers provide literature and ad- 


“vice to the ambitious chicken grow- 


er. Or, he can go to the public 
library which is a rich source of 
material on the subject. . Books on 
chicken raising have been high on 
the demand list this year, and in 
the applied science room one of the 
most popular pieces of literature is 
a Department of Agriculture 
pamphlet entitled “Poultry Keep- 
ing in the Backyard.”

HE feed manufacturing compa- 
T nies, after years of encouraging 

chicken raising to promote the 
sale of feeds, are finding themselves 
the victims of their own enthusi- 
asm. In fact, they have started 
out in a mild way to discourage 
the practice, because the situation 
threatens to get out of hand. Not 
only have hundreds of new chicken 
raisers entered the field, but many 
of the veterans have doubled their 
flocks with the result that a feed 
shortage is threatened. One com- 
pany is already having to allot 
chicken feed to its dealers. Hatch- 
eries are turning out chickens 
faster than the feed companies can 
feed them. 

Equipment is even more scarce, 
Incubators, brooders and batteries 
are virtually unobtainable now, 
and most of the beginners are get- 


ting around the brooder situation | 


by putting their chicks in a make- 
shift affair composed of a card- 
board carton and an electric light, 
to provide the heat. 

The flock of the average am- 
ateur chicken raiser consists of a 
hundred chickens, hatcheries re- 
port. Few flocks reach the size 
of that of Mrs. John V. Janes of 
5 Apple Tree Lane, in Ladue. Mrs. 
Janes has between 600 and 800 
chickens of several ages and va- 


rieties. Her flock fluctuates so 
much that she had lost count of 
the exact number, especially since 
200 new ones had just arrived from 
the hatchery. She sells chickens 
and eggs to her neighbors and 
friends, and her egg production 
now averages six dozen a day. Her 
neighbors awaken these mornings 
to the unaccustomed sound of 
crowing roosters, but they don’t 
mind. They, like Mrs. Janes, had 
forgotten what a fresh egg really 
tastes like until she acquired her 
flock, 


In historic Vandeventer place, 
one of the city’s oldest private 
residential sections, chickens have 
made their appearance in back- 
yards for the first time in many, 
many years—if, in fact, they ever 
did appear there. Mrs. Mary L. E. 
Spivy of 80 Vandeventer place, 
owns one of the flocks and she 
reports that they are doing splen- 
didly, thank you. She started last 
March with 75 baby chicks. She 
now has 67. The score: two eaten, 
six died. She doesn’t know what 
caused them to die and she isn’t 
one to question the vagaries of a 
chicken, “In case you didn’t 
know,” she says, “a hen can pick 
up more reasons for dying than 
any creature on earth.” 

Mrs. Spivy is looking forward to 
the day when her chickens start 
laying eggs-—this is supposed to 
happen around the age of five 
months—because she is more inter- 
ested in eggs than the chickens as 
articles of food. It may be of in- 
terest to other chicken raisers that 
Mrs. Spivy raised her flock accord- 
ing to something known as the 
“full-o-pep” program, 

The balance sheet of the average 
chicken raiser would indicate that 
it’s a paying proposition. 

Neither the initial cost or the 
upkeep is high. One hundred dav- 
old chickens cost $3.75. They will 


require four feeding troughs, 
which come to 30 cents. Water 
fountains, of which two are need- 
ed, cost 15 cents each, and a 25- 
pound sack of starting mash, 
which will last 100 chickens a 
couple of weeks, costs $1.75. 
* 

HE man who wants to give his 
T chickens the best possible start 

in the world, we are told, will 
also buy a supply of tonic pills, of 
which there are several brands. 
One hundred pills costs 50 cents, 
and they do things for a chicken, 
we were assured. This assurance 
came from a hatchery man, how- 
ever, and not from a chicken. 

A flock of eight hens will aver- 
age four eggs a day if they are in 
good health and fairly interested 
in their work. Feeding a hen 
costs about one cent a day, bring- 
ing the cost of eggs to about 25 
cents a dozen. A flock of 50 chick- 
ens for eating purposes w'll yield 
about 150 pounds of meat at a cost 
of $25 or $30, making the puund 
price about 20 cents. Those are 
the figures of the head of the 
hatchery division of a feed com- 
pany. If it doesn’t work out that 
Way, argue with him. 

As for the man whose chickens 
had gone crazy, the feed company 
put him in touch with its hatchery 
expert who listened to his story. 
The chickens, the man said, were 
chasing each other all over the 
place with what appeared to be 
murderous intent. In fact, he would 
almost swear they were trying to 
eat one another. 

Oddly enough, it turned out that 
that was exactly what they had in 
mind. They were suffering from 
cannibalism—a not infrequent ail- 
ment among young chickens of the 
underprivileged class — resulting 
from a sort of emotional hysteria 
brought on by overcrowding and 
poor living conditions. Chicken 
raising can be very educational.

RESH from New York tri- 

umphs, including four appear- 

ances at Manhattan’s Carnegie 
Hall, boogie boys Pete Johnson 
and Albert Ammons have invaded 
St. Louis. Nightly at the Circus 
Snack Bar at the Forest Park Ho- 
tel, these acknowledged masters of 
that peculiar and _ insinuating 
brand of jazz piano playing called 
boogie-woogie pump out music like 
mad. Customers go on a boogie 
binge while the seltzer in their 
bourbon highballs goes flat. Wait- 
ers serve the Manhattans to “Scrub 
Me, Mama, With a Boogie Beat.” 
Boogie addicts grow slightly ad- 
died to “Bounce Me, Brother, With 
a Solid Four.” And as the enthusi- 
asm mounts Messrs. Johnson and 
Ammons widen their smiles, stroke 
their pianos with a contagious 
abandon, finally close their eyes 
and give with the real boogie that 
is born out of the feel of the key- 
board and never saw the inside of 
a harmony book. 

"Whut’s boogie-woogie?” 
chuckled 215-pound Pete Johnson, 
who was named by Down Beat for 
its “Immortals” column in tribute 
to his musicianship. “Whut’s boo- 


_ gle-woogie? Well, now I'll tell you. 


Foogie-woogie is something like 
Bach. I mean it’s a fugue. One 
hand’s a’playin’ one thing and 
the other hand’s a’playin’ another 
and you’re not supposed to let your 
one hands know what the other is 
a'doin’.” 

Ammons added to the explana- 
tion: 

“Huyuh, huyuh huyuh,” he 
laughed. “Well, yessir, now it’s 
like this, Huyuh, huyuh, huyuh, 
now boogie-woogie really is played 
definitely from your soul. You 
don’t play from your own idea, you 
play from your soul. Your right 
hand is doin’ all the improvisin’ 
while your left hand just tellg the 
story of the boogie-woogie. 


“Pete, here, and I feel each oth- 
er,” he continued happily. “Boogie 
comes from the soul. We got kin- 
dred souls. We don’t try to over- 
play each other. We just take a 
piece and play around with it, and 
the first thing you know he’s a 
playin’ in the right tempo and I’m

a’'smilin’ and I'm happy. And 
when I’m playin’ in the right 
tempo, why Pete, he’s a’smilin’ and 
he’s happy, too.” ) 

Ammons, an ex-Chicago taxicab 
driver, learned to play by putting 
rolls in a player piano, running 
the rolls slowly and watching the 
keys. The first tune he learned 
was “Dardenella.” 

“Even now,” he says, “you close 
your eyes when I play and you 
think you're listening to a player 
piano.” 

While driving for the Silver 
Taxicab Co., Ammons lived for 
awhile in the same rooming house 
with Pinetop Smith, one of the 
most-widely known pioneers of 
boogie-woogie, to whom fame 
came posthumously. Shortly before 
Pinetop was killed in a Chicago 
brawl, he told Ammons: “Albert, 
I want you to learn my boogie- 
woogie.” Albert was an apt pupil 
and by 1924 he was earning occa- 
sional money by playing the piano 
as a sideline to his cab driving. 

“It used to be,” Ammons ex- 
plained, “that I'd stop my cab at 
some place where I knew there 
was a piano. Pretty soon, other 
drivers would see my cab parked 
and they’d come on in, too. We'd 
have a little gin, agd I’d just fool 
around at the piano, and pretty 
soon more drivers would come in, 
until the boss couldn't find a sin- 
gle cab on the atreets. That's 
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when he installed a _ recreation 
room for the boys with a piano 
in it.” ; 

Ammons explains that boogie- 
woogié’s name as music is based 
on the old phrase, “to pitch a 
boogie,” which was simply the po- 
lite way of saying “let’s go out 
and raise particular hell.” It was 
in the lush days of “prohibition 
house parties” that boogie-woogie 
really flourished, A crowd would 
move into somebody’s home, get a 
couple of jugs of gin and gather 
round while Ammons and such 
other boogie-woogie boys as Crip- 
pled Clarence Lofton and Meade 
Lux Lewis indulged in a cutting 
session. A cutting session, perhaps 
we should explain, has nothing to 
do with razors. Musically speak- 
ing, it means simply trying to out- 
play your predecessor at the piano. 
At these cutting sessions, every- 
body, including the piano players, 
would get roaring drunk. 

“Them,” sighs Ammons, “was the 
days. Maybe we'd play all night, 
if the house party wasn’t raided.” 

While Albert Ammons was ab- 
sorbing the boogie-woogie tech- 
nique of Pinetop Smith in Chicago, 
Pete Johnson was learning his 
boogie-woogie under such widely 
known Negro musicians in Kansas 
City as Slamfoot Brown, fastest 
ragtime player of his day, and 
Lewis Nelson. And by the time 
Ammons was graduating in Chi- 
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BOOGIE 


cago into places like the Moon- 
light Inn, the Pelican and Dusty 
Bottoms, Johnson was moving into 
Kansas City’s Gray Goose and Sun- 
set Inn. At the Sunset, while the 
patrons sat around eating chitter- 
lings and greens from aluminum 
kettles they would cheer Pete on 
with the boogie cry of “Roll ‘em, 
Pete,” when he began to improvise 
his brilliant boogie-woogie varia- 
tions on the blues. “Roll ‘em, 
Pete!” was later used as the title 
of one of his best-known record- 
ings, Ammons’ most famous record- 
ing is his arrangement of Pinetop 
Smith’s “Boogie-Woogie Stomp.” 


In 1938, when John Hammond 
Jr., credited with being the lead- 
ing American authority and mes- 
siah of swing, brought both Am- 
mons and Johnson to New York’s 
Carnegie Hall fcr the New Masses’ 
“From Spirituals to Swing,” neither 
Johnson nor Ammons had ever 
heard of Carnegie Hall. They had 
never heard of the New Masses 
either. When Ammons saw the 
two grand pianos on the stage, 
he turned to Hammond and asked 
anxiously: “Do we have to play on 
them machines?” “You sure do,” 
said Hammond. Whereupon, Am- 
mons shouted: “Man, man, we is 
across the tracks at last.” When 
the boogie-woogie cutting session 
was over, the management of 
Manhattan’s staid Carnegie Hall 
had to request the customers to 
come down out of the chandeliers 
and Kansas City’s Pete Johnson 
and Chicago’s Albert Ammons had 
graduated from honky-tonks and 
holes-in-the-wall to big time. 


From Carnegie Hall, Pete and 
Albert moved their thirty-third de- 
gree gut-bucket boogie-woogie to 
Cafe Society Downtown where they 
stayed four years. They did a 
two-months’ trick with Harry 
James’ Band at the Sherman Hotel 
in Chicago, found time to make 
three more appearances at Carnegie 
Hall, and accepted such engage- 
ments as one at the Boston Sym- 
phony Hall, another with the 
Beethoven Society in New York. 


“It’s nice,” says Pete Johnson, 
“to be able to let yourself go in 
some place where you don’t have 
to keep a ear cocked for a cop’s 
whistle,”

“T should like to know why wom- 
en in crowds or at parties in- 
variably talk so loud,” he com- 
mented.

St. Louis Ballroom Bosses Frown on Kid Carpet Cutters 


NY crotchety antediluvians 
A ciuckine over “what the young- 

er generation is coming to” 
would be surprised and disappointed 
after a Saturday night safari with 
notebook and camera through St. 
Louis ballrooms. Aerial acts that 
once passed for jitterbugging have 
been replaced by breaks, hops and 
shuffles that only faintly resemble 
the war dances of the Maori. The 
saddie shoe set beats out the 
rhythm in a state of sobriety that 
would have been labeled “pink tea” 
by the hooch-hoisting hellions of 
the Prohibition Era. Joe Jive and 
Susie Swing, under twenty and 
dance-mad, would pass the Carrie 
Nation breath test magna cum 
laude. ’ 


It’s true that Joe and Susie 
aren't the only customers at the 
polka emporiums, and that older 
devotees of the art of Arthur 
Murray like a nip of something 
stiffer than sarsparilla. Tune 
Town's management estimates that 
40 to 50 per cent of its trade is 
old enough to vote. The percent- 
age is much lower at Forest Park 
Highlands, especially come bath 
night; much higher at rococo 
Showboat Ballroom, 4460 Delmar, 
where the fox trot is frequently 
a pump handle affair, and “My 
Buddy,” played waltz time, a fav- 
orite request. But the teen-aged 
whirlaways get all the intoxication 
they need from a sweet-hot ar- 
rangement and their own enthus- 
jiasm. 


“It’s not like it was 12 and 15 
years ago,” according to Henry 
Buckman, portly manager of the 
Highlands ballroom. “We _ don’t 
have any trouble with the kids 
at all.” 


The vestiges of jitterbugging— 


shag, truckin’ and the susy-q—re- 
main to remind all hardwood ha- 
bitues of recent days when a dance 
floor was safer than a commando 
raid, but not much. Otherwise, 
carpet-cutting as it was practiced 
as late as 1941 is taboo at Casa 
Loma and at Tune Town. 

“Our customers complain,” is the 
explanation of Nick Bauer, Show- 
boat’s bespectacled factotum, 
whose corrugated forehead and 
automatic smile are decorations for 
16 years of service in the ballroom 
business, 

And as a Tune Town proprietor 
points out, reasonably: 

“There are a lot of people on the 
floor—serious dancers—who resent 
having others kick their feet 
around.” 

Buckman, his managerial armor 
chinked by nostalgia for the 
waltzes he used to enjoy at High- 
lands 37 years ago, has compro- 
mised with the problem. “The 
hoppers take up too much room, 
80 we just give them the east end 
of the floor. None of the wild 
stuff, mind you. But the breaks 
they do are harmless—just like the 
old right-and-left-swing-your-part- 
ner in the square dances. It’s what 
I call square dancing done by one 
couple, and so long as they don't 
throw each other around, I let ’em 
have it.” 

The ballroom Is still, secondarily 
a see-and-be-scenery, the spot 
where boy meets girl, carefully se- 
lecting her for form and face from 
an early evening string of rail 
birds, and the individual girl tries 
to evince a singular disinterest in 
arms and the man, assuming a 
pose and expression resembling 
that of a flower fancier in a com- 
mission yard. She is usually ac- 
companied by a duenna of the 
same age, and the first half hour 
finds them seated on benches or 
leaning on bannisters around the 
floor in parabolic postures, en- 
gaged in what seems to be purely 
clinical concentration on music 
and dancers. If invitations are 
slow they may take the field 
together, going through a atiff 
routine that leaves no doubt in the 
minds of onlookers that Zorina 
and Eleanor Powell are pasteboard 
by comparison. Then they retire 
to the sidelines. 

Enter, the hero, He wears sport 
shoes, a short-sleeved shirt and 
slacks that fit him like a lamp 
shade, and the taciturn expression 
of a well fed camel. He, too, takes 
the rail, apparently absorbed i 


‘what goes on before him, but wit 


the peripheral vision trained to 
take in the short skirt and shaggy 
haircut of the item on his right. 
When he decides she’]l do, there 
is no palaver. A simple “Wanna 
dance?” is sufficient. If she 
doesn’t scuff his shins, and can 
skim from the sublime to the con- 
spicuous in the series of paces he 
puts her through, then their dead- 
pan expressions may relax when 
the set is over and he’ll ask her 
for the next round as well. A 
curt “Thanks” is his signal that 
he. thinks he can do better, in 
which case she returns to her 
companion with the look of a pe- 
destrian who didn’t want to catch 
that street car anyway. 

Nick Bauer hold a logical brief 

for pickup tactics practiced by 5 
to 15 per cent of ballroom custom- 
ers. 
“A fella can’t walk into a show 
and start a conversation. And if 
he’s respectable, he doesn’t want 
to look for companionship in bars 
or taverns. So what does he do 
if he likes to dance, if’s he sober, 
and he wants to meet a girl?” 

St. Louisans, old-timers will tell 
you, have always liked to hit the 
hardwoods. They recall the De- 
honey Hop, a local mania of Tur- 
key Trot and Bunny Hug vintage, 
the Hesitation as it was stumbled 
through at Clark’s Ballroom, now 
Westminster Hall, and the heydays 
of Mahler’s upper crust “studio” on 
Washington avenue—a _ location 
now occupied by undertaking par- 
lors. 

They can also trace the evolu- 
tion of ballroom antics from one- 
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* jaunt.

step through Castle walk, fox 
trot, tango and Maxixe, Charleston, 


the short-lived Black Bottom, and 


the Big Apple, a 1935 epidemic of 
neuromania that fathered the jit- 
terbug craze. There were sput- 
tering attempts to slow the rug- 
cutters to a rack, or at least a 
canter, from then until 1941, but 
jamborees continued, fostered by 
contests, sponsored by the Inter- 
national Jitterbug Association and, 
locally, by a character named 
George Pughe, whose prize entry 
in the 1939 competition was a one- 
legged law student from Cape 
Girardeau. 
. @..? 

ARIATIONS on the same theme 
Vie other countries. A London 

vicar tried to supplant Brit- 
ish revivals of what looked like 
the Hungarian galop or the six- 
teenth century Brawle with a more 
continent caper called the Rother- 
hithe roll. It was reported from 
Italy that Fascist party leaders 
were ordered not to dance the 
Lambeth walk, even though they 
supplanted the dance’s come- 
hither thumb jerk with the party 
salute. Even the now socially ac- 
ceptable samba, imported from the 
slums of Rio, incorporated, in its 
original form, had all the more 
characteristic features of rhumba, 
acute appendicitis and chronic 
hiccups. 

“That,” sighs a local dance band 
promoter, happy that floor space 
can now accommodate the simpler 
purposes for which it was orig- 
inally intended, “is all past. The 
customers want sweeter music. 
They ask for plenty of rhythm, but 
they don’t like it fast or loud.” 


Characteristic of the trend are 
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the “name” bands, worth up to 
73000 a week, that have been big- 
gest draws at Tune Town and 
Highlands in the past few years. 
Highlands successes have been 
“Fats” Waller, whose showmanship 
drew more than 4000 at 40 cents 
a head several] years ago, Ted Lewis 
and Lawrence Welk, who also 
played one-nighters, and Eddy 
Howard, whose music, more glis- 
sando than giddy, is earthy 
enough to please Chase Club pa- 
trons. 

Tiny Hill was Tune Town's big 
draw imw1940, Little Jack Little and 
Elia Fitzgerald in 1941, Les Brown 
and Sunny Dunham, instrumental- 
ists whose dittying bears scant re- 
semblance to the super-hep treat- 
ments of Glenn Miller and Benny 
Goodman, were good box office. 
And Stan Kenton, whose arrange- 
ments are carefully built around 
the rhythm section with after-beat 
accents, packs the ballroom like 
the fare was free instead of 60 
cents on week ends. 

Herb Mahler, a local tunesmith 
liked by Friday's sliders as well as 
Saturday’s jumpers at Highlands, 
and Jack Fields, who caters to the 
lower metabolism of Showboat 
trade, both slip into the “smooth” 
category. 

This gradual retrogression to 
sanity is welcomed by most, 
mourned by a few die-hard “bugs” 
who listen in vain for the “out of 
this world” jamming discouraged 
by ballroom proprietors. 

“What music!" murmurs one of 
the few remaining zoot-suited cus- 
tomers, a Mohican in the midst of 
unwanted refinement. "What 
dancing! No wonder I’m getting 
fat.

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Hollywood Looking for Girls 


HOLLYWOOD, June 19, 


OOR old bewildered Hollywood, 

always facing a shortage of one 

sort or another, is today faced 
with the hideous prospect of 
launching a new cycle of musical 
films without enough girls to deco- 
rate the fore and background. 

Imagine, if you can, a Hollywood 
without girls. But it can happen 
here. The worst has finally come. 
Producers searching the ranks of 
the Casting Bureau for pretty 
chorines declare that the town is 
up against its most serious short- 
age of gal power. 

Gaily readying some 65 musicals 
(answering the general cry about 
too many war films), each requir- 
ing at least 30 chorus lovelies, pro- 
ducers suddenly were brought to 
an abrupt halt. That many girls, 
they were informed, are no longer 
available within the precincts of 
giamortown. The legs that once 
twinkled through iridescent film 
musicals are twinkling more than 
ever, but the demand is far ex- 
ceeding the supply. 

A few far-sighted studio heads 
commenced more than a year ago 
to increase their stock contract 
lists, bringing them up from prac- 
tically nothing at all to 50 and 
more girls apiece. Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer corneder the lion’s share of 
available chorines when it signed 
‘28 to term contracts within a 
week's time. This coup brought the 
studio’s total number to 63. 


With a dozen musicals on the 
fire, MGM believes the average 
wage of $75 per week paid these 
girls is a sound investment. At 
Twentieth Century-Fox, they’re 
hardly less well fixed numerically 
on the girl problem. This week’s 
total showed 43 under contract and, 
the casting director added proudly, 
“a majority of them know how to 
dance.” 

Billy Grady, head talent scout for 
MGM and one of the few movie 
“ivory hunters” who still manages 
to take an occasional trip in search 
of new faces, says war jobs appear 
to have swailowed up most of the 
girl prospects around the country, 


“They seem to have joined the 
scarce list like girdles, silk stock- 
ings, filet mignon, alarm clocks 
and cuffs on trousers,” said Grady, 
upon his return from a recent 
“They probably would be 
rationing chorus girls by now—if 
there were enough to ration!” 


Warner Brothers only a few 
weeks ago corralled 25 dimpled 
dancers behind term contracts. 
Twenty of this group came out 
from New York. With this covey, 
Warners seem to have snared the 
last of the quail. 

Wails from other companies, no- 
tably Paramount—with only a half 
dozen under contract—are loud 
and long. Samuel Goldwyn, itch- 
ing to get his song-studded, star- 
spangled “Up In Arms” before the 
cameras, feels the pinch most 
acutely. Goldwyn girls, you know, 
must be Goldwyn girls—hand- 
picked and the cream of the pack, 
In selecting chorus beauties, Gold- 
wyn has always felt that he is to 
the films what Flo Ziegfeld was 
to the stage. But he is definitely 
downhearted today. 

“We are combing the continent 
for 50 nifties,” a Goldwyn publicity 
man complained, “and as yet we 
haven't turned up one. In the old 
days the chance of becoming a 
7Oldwyn girl would have brought 
an avalanche of lovelies. Now, it 
seems, We are shouting in a willer- 
ness. Defense industries have at- 
tracted many former show girls, 
and hoofer hoarding by other stu- 
dios hasn't eased matters, either.” 


Several big lots are squeaking by 
as best they can. To make up for 
its lack of professional dancers, 
Paramount is spotting novelty acts 
throughout current musicals. One 
of its best bets is 17-year-old Olga 
Sam Juan, Puerto Rican vocalist 
and dancer, who is slated for im- 
portant specialty spots. Others 
this studio figures on confidently 
to ease the girl shortage are Car- 
melle Bergstrom, top-flight ice- 
skater; Julie Gibson, name band 
chanteuse, and Mimi Chandler, 
thrush-throated daughter of United 
States Senator A. B. (Happy) 
Chandler. 

Aware that chorus girls were to

be at a premium, Columbia decided 
to invade a fresher field. With 
the co-operation of 15 national 
magazines and the help of their 
readers, the studio has brought to- 
gether what it proudly boasts are 
America’s 16 most glittering mod- 
els. They will appear in “Cover 
Girl,” a galfest now before the 
cameras with Rita Hayworth 
starred.

The number of girls who in nor- 
mal times keep long lines in front 
of casting officers and force daily 
problems on Los Angeles welfare 
authorities shows a sharp falling 
off. 

“Probably staying home and help- 
ing the war effort,” said Producer 
Freed. “Transportation troubles 
may also have a lot to do with it. 
Anyway, not one-tenth as many 
girls are coming to Hollywood as 
in the pre-war days.”

There is a 
restaurant where Joe Kendall goes 
now and then and the chef is an 
ex-Marine cook who cooked from 
Pole to Pole and around the Equa- 
tor, and this is one of his own fa- 
vorites. For eight, one starts with 
10 cups of cooked macaroni, two 
cups of fresh chicken livers and 
two cups of fresh or canned mush- 
rooms (or, if dried, then when 
soaked they total two cups.) Also, 
one onion minced fine and two 
cups of left over or made brown 
gravy. 

The chicken livers, mushrooms 
and onions are cooked in a little 
bacon drippings. Then the brown 
gravy is added and the mixture 
heated together. And then all this 
is mixed with the cooked macaroni. 

Now comes a rather flat ‘and 
*ufficiently large baking dish to 
hold this melange. The dish is 
well buttered and the mixture 
placed within. Over the top goes 
a sprinkling of grated cheese and, 
if handy, a few dots of butter. And 
then this is heated and browned 
in the oven. (If it seems too dry, 
use a little more gravy.) This is 
one of those rough and tumble 
men's dishes depending on the 
cooking sense which all male cooks 
possess. |

Scrape the 
stem of the diseased plant and 
you will notice brown streaks in 
the tissue between the bark or 
outer skin and inner tissue. Cut 
+ across the stem, and the discol- 

oration will show in the form 
of a dark ring. 


If you did not plant disease- 
resistant varieties, make the 
stem test on one of your plants, 
% if it shows the wilt symptoms. 

Though Marglobe, Pritchard, 
Rutgers and Break o’Day vari- 
eties may be attacked, they will 
ordinarily pull through and 
bear quite well. But for the 
others, your best bet, if the 
stem test shows the brown, is 
to pull them out and burn them. 


The fungus organism which 
causes Fusarium Wilt lives in 
the ground, is brought in by 
diseased plants, and may stay in 
the soil for three or four years, 
waiting to go to work on to- 
matoes again. Any other vege- 
© tables may be safely planted in 
* that soil; the fungus will not 
* attack them. But no tomatoes

Note Book 


HE rapid movement of peoples 
T trom one part of the country to 

another has done away, to a 
large extent, of provincial or local- 
ized cooking, but somehow or 
other, San Francisco has main- 
tained its exclusiveness. There is 
as definiteiy a San Francisco 
school of cooking as there is a New 
Orleans school and just as one 
does not find the full New Orleans 
expression even in nearby Mobile, 
one can't find, even in Oakland or 
San Jose the San francisco verve 
and zest in culinary art. 


Of course, this is due in part, to 
the attitude of the dining public. 
San Francisco, along with New 
Orleans, is a town of leisurely din- 
ing. Even in the cafeterias I have 
found groups who dawdle over 
their luncheons. 

As one would expect, there are 
Most 
of them are not available to hun- 
gry folk in all localities, because 
such fish as sand dabs are local. 
The big steamed crabs at Fisher- 
man’s Wharf are tied down to the 
neighborhood and the tiny shrimp 
of Point San Pedro are good only 
nearby. And it is not to be ques- 
tioned that in normal times the 
Chinese restaurants in San Fran- 
cisco can give lessons to the most 
advanced in Chungking or Canton 
or Peiping while the San Francisco 
chefs have taken the best of Ital- 
ian, French and Spanish recipes 
and blended and intermingled them 
into a school of cooking which can 
be called “San Franciscan” and 
nothing else. 


But from out of the galaxy of 
great typical dishes, it is possible 
to choose a few which may be pre- 
pared in any home in any locality. 
And first we think of that delight- 
ful appetizer—marinated celery. 


The bunch of celery is selected 
with an eye to freshness and crisp- 
ness. It is split in half length- 
wise—one half for each serving. 
And then the celery is simmered 
until tender in water or broth. 
Then it is laid away to marinate 
in French dressing. At the end 
of many hours, during which time 
it was chilled to very low tempera- 
ture, each half is laid nicely on 
crisp lettuce, topped off with slices 
of hardboiled egg and a strip of 
anchovy and served as a first 
course. Very simple to make and 
most enjoyable in the eating. 


In just about every good San 
Francisco restaurant a popular 
luncheon dish is Crab Meat, Louis. 
Whoever the Louis was who first 
served this dish, I have never been 
told, but his fame lives on and 
on in his delightful invention— 
and it can be served anywhere. 
We may whisper it may be made 
even from canned crab but Louis 
would deny this. But then Louis 
always had an abundance of fresh 
crab meat. 

In any event, here is how Crap 
Louis is made: For an individual 
portion, choose an ordinary soup 
plate and cover with shredded let- 
tuce, with a few whole leaves 
around the edges for appearance. 
Put on top of this all the crab 
meat you are allowing per serving. 
Garnish with some slices of hard- 
boiled egg and some minced chives. 
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Now. for the Sauce Louis which is 
mixed 
\served as an accompanying dish: 
'Mix half a cup of chili sauce with 
‘half a cup of French dressing and

matoes. Get any of the disease- 
resistant varieties, preferably 
Marglobe, and set the plants in 
some other part of your garden. 


“Blight” or leaf spot, which 
is showing now on some of my 
Marglobes is a rainy season 
trouble that is rarely, if ever, 
serious, It also affects the lower 
leaves first, showing in small 
dark gray spots with black bor- 
ders. Don’t worry about it. Use 
any of the Bordeaux mixtures 
as a spray, three or four times, 
preferably in the late afternoon, 
at intervals of 10 days to two 
weeks. There are plenty of the 
little greem fruits beginning to 
set on the tomatoes now; I'm 
sure we can look forward to 
an excellent crop this year, 
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PEA SEASON is just about 
over now. The sudden onrtsh of 
hot weather is partly responsi- 
ble for the yellowing and drying 
of the vines in many of the gar- 
dens around town. This late in 
the pea season, there’s no use 
in trying to counteract the yel- 
lowing. After a few more pick- 
ings, I suggest that you cut off 
the vines at the ground level, 
Gather them up and carry them 
to some sh&dy spot, where you 
can harvest the remaining pods 
in comfort, 


You can, if you wish, save 
some of the matured pods for 
next season’s seeding or next 
winter’s eating. The others 
should go into the refrigerator 
for chilling before shelling for 
the last fresh pea serving this 
year. Chilling shortly. after 
picking is especially important 
to peas, though it means much 
both to the flavor and the vita- 
min value of most vegetables. 
Enzymatic action that starts 
shortly after the vegetables are 
picked, for one thing, changes 
the sugars to starches. It goes 
on rapidly at room temperature 
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ator until you are ready to shell 
them. 

Dried peas will need a dose of & 
carbon bisulphide before you 
can put them away for storing. 
Carbon bisulphide forms a heav- 
jer-than-air, poison gas and 
must be handled carefully, It’s 
best to use it out of doors, Put 
your peag in a quart jar, pour 
in about a teaspoon of the liq- 
uid, and screw the lid on tight. 
Any of the pea weavils that 
may have hoped to make their 
homes in the seedg, will soon & 
be dead. Pea seeds, they're just & 
the matured peas, of course, % 
may be kept for seeding or used ; 
as dried peas, soaked before = 
cooking. The poison gas iscom- & 
pletely dissipated when the peas # 
are aired and dried. 
but is stopped by chilling. So 
keep the pods in the refriger- 

Leaving the pea roots with 
their little nitrogen nodules in ; 
the ground is a fine way to en- ; 
rich the soi] for the next crop. 
After you have cut off and 
taken away the tops, dig over 
the soil with your spade or ; 
fork; chop it up with the hoe, 
rake it to a fine, pulverized tex- 
ture. You will be delighted with 
how much more quickly and 
easily the soil is worked, now 
that plant roots have been help- 
ing in the loosening-up process, 

What's on your plan for plant- 
ing in the rows formerly occu- 
pied by the peas? Beans, cab- 
bage, broccoli, celery cabbage, 
tomatoes, spinach, beets, kale; 
there’s a long list from which 
to choose. Just one note on 
summer-time planting that’s a 
bit different than the earlier 
planting suggestions; sow the 
seed a bit deeper, Why? Be- 
cause we want to bb sure the 
seeds will stay damp for quick 
and steady germination; a hot 
sun otherwise may dry out the 
seed bed and stop the embryo 
growt 
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OTHING is cooler than an 
aspic salad, with fresh vege- 
tables suspended in a clear 
quivery gelatine mixture, tender, 
savory and cold. It’s cool to pre- 
pare as well as to eat, for it can 
be done hours ahead of serving 
time, before the kitchen has time 
to get heated up and before you 
get rushed by oncoming dinner- 
time. We suggest that you cook 
plenty of peas for tonight’s vege- 
table aspic salad when you are 
preparing the soup for lunch and 
then make up the salad right after 
lunch. 
Vegetable Aspic Salad, 
‘One tablespoon gelatine, 
fourth cup cold water, three- 
fourths cup boiling water, two 
bouillon cubes, one tablespoon cat- 
sup, two teaspoons onion juice, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one cup 
cooked peas, one-half cup diced cu- 
cumber, one tablespoon minced 
parsley, two whole tomatoes, let- 
tuce. 

Soften gelatine in cold water. 
Dissolve bouillon cubes in the boil- 
ing water, add to the softened gel- 
atine and stir until dissolved. Add 
the other seasonings and allow the 
gelatine mixture to cool, add the 
peas, cucumber and parsley. Ar- 
range slices or wedges of tomatoes 
in the bottom of individual molds. 
When completely set, unmold and 
serve On lettuce leaves. If individ- 
ual molds aren’t available use a 
square pan and cut into individual 
servings. Four generous servings.

Flood-Stricken Missouri Farmers Back on Their Land 


HE flood waters have receded, the swollen rivers have returned to 
their banks, and the flood victims of the St. Louis area are return- 
ing to the sad and difficult task of reclaiming washed out land, 

replanting ruined crops and repairing and rebuilding wrecked homes 
and barns. It was a discouraging sight which greeted them on their 
return. Thousands of acres under cultivation had been destroyed. 
Foundations had been swept from beneath house and farm buildings, 
leaving some in ruins, others leaning at precarious angles. Furniture 
and walls had been ruined and many found the floors of their homes 
covered with a footdeep layer of thick, odorous silt. To some of them 


it was an old story and they were beginning to wonder if the rich fer- 
tile land in the bottoms was worth the almost yearly battle with the 
river. For others it was a new experience because the flood, the great- 
est in 99 years, reached their homes for the first time in the memory of 
the residents. Many of them, in fact, refused to evacuate their homes, 
unable to believe that the water would reach them. In St. Louis 
County alone 25,000 acres of crops were ruined by the flood waters, 
including 8000 acres of wheat, as many more in corn, and the rest in 
hay, oats, barley and vegetables. Now, with the help of Federal agen- 
cies and the Red Cross, the land owners have started in to repair the 


damage. Much of the land was ruined so far as future productivity is 
concerned, but it was estimated that 60 per cent of it would. be re- 
planted this year. Washed out wheat fields are being planted by 
many of the farmers in potatoes and beans. The Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation has made seeds available through wholesale and 
retail distributers. Whatever farm machinery is available is being 
released to those farmers who wish to, and can, buy it; and building 
supplies, fencing and lumber are being distributed by the Red Cross. 
But the task is a slow and difficult one. The size, scope and difficulties 
of this task is indicated by the pictures on page eight.
